WAGE RATES AND EMPLOYMENT 


THE Conference of the National Federation of Building 

Trades Operatives, meeting at Teignmouth on June 18, 
instructed the executive to press for a ‘“‘ substantial increase ” 
in wage rates for the whole of their 1,250,000 membership. 


This modified demand (a previous resolution of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Woodworkers which came before the 
Conference had called for “an increase of 6d. per hour”’) 
is a tribute, no doubt, to the wiser counsels of the Federa- 
tion’s elder statesmen and not less to the timely warning given 
by the Employers’ President at Bristol on June 11. In his 
speech (our issue of June 13), Mr. Ian Robertson stated 
bluntly that he could see no justification for the operatives’ 
demand, and pointed out that the Woodworkers seemed to 
have ignored not only the increase of 3d. per hour paid from 
February of this year, but also the fact that building trade 
wages are linked with cost-of-living on a sliding scale. Mr. 
Robertson might have made clear that 13d. of the 3d. increase 
was due to the operation of that sliding scale, but his general 
contention is correct ; the link with the cost-of-living index 
places the building worker in a favoured position compared 
with most other industries, even recognising that its benefits 
take effect, so to speak, in arrears. 


While having sympathy with all (and especially with those 
on fixed wages or salaries having young families) who are 
trying to stem the rising cost-of-living, we must yet draw 
attention to the dangers inherent in the builders’ demand 
which follows so quickly the increase of 11s. per week of only 





four months ago. The danger of pressing home that claim 
does not lie solely in ignoring the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
warning that renewed wage demands must inevitably lead to 
inflation (a point which Sir Luke Fawcett in his presidential 
address to the operatives seemed to recognise when he referred 
to the race to achieve parity between wage claims and living 
costs as “‘an almost hopeless task”); even greater peril 
from the point of view of the individual lies in the virtual 
certainty of unemployment on a wide scale if there are further 
wage increases unrelated to production. 


Mr. Robertson, in his reference to the serious risks to the 
industry of putting building costs higher than the public can 
pay, drew public attention to a situation which for some months 
has been painfully evident to architects and contractors who 
are finding that clients increasingly tend to defer building 
schemes, even though licences may have been granted. 
Should this tendency spread, it is difficult to see how the law 
of diminishing returns can fail to operate, in which case not 
only the operatives but the whole industry must receive a 
shattering blow. 


Our advice to the Operatives’ leaders, tendered in all sincer- 
ity, is that they should avoid precipitating such a crisis. 
They might ponder whether the building public can stand 
the addition of another {10m. to annual costs which every 
further 1d. per hour represents (remembering that a claim 
for a second week’s holiday with pay is already under con- 
sideration) ; and they should further consider Mr. Robertson’s 
suggestion (made on June 25 at Porthcawl) that they must 
make up their minds whether they are going for wage increases 
or will abide by the sliding-scale agreement. That they 
should continue to ride the two horses will not do. 


“QUIS CUSTODIET ...?” 


HE Earl of Huntingdon has recently asked the Govern- 
ment “whether they would not reconsider their 
decision to discharge nearly half the artist staff employed in the 
ancient monuments division of the Office of Works in restor- 
ation and maintenance, in view of the small saving of money 
entailed in proportion to the large consequential deterioration 
in the art treasures of this country.” 

We may be permitted earnestly to echo this request, since 
these are matters of national concern. Coming as it does so 
soon after the announcement of the closing of the museum 
of the Public Record Office, recently deplored in these columns 
and the subject of many expressions of shocked surprise in the 
Commons and in both lay and technical Press, we make no 
apologies for once more calling attention to what seems an 
almost literal example, as the Earl of Huntingdon put it, of 
spoiling the ship for a ha’p’th of tar. 

If this may seem somewhat removed from the more prac- 
tical matters which are the normal concern of this journal, 
may the fact be regarded as evidence that the question which 
has been raised in the Lords is one of considerable public 
interest which extends beyond the artistic and antiquarian 
circles primarily concerned. 

Whatever our individual opportunities for enjoyment of, 
for instance, the Queen’s collection of historic pictures in the 
Royal Palaces, and the Houses of Parliament, embassies, 
Government buildings and National Trust properties which 
are the care and responsibilities of this band of trained and 
expert technicians, and whatever his personal tastes in art (or 
the lack of them), the most philistine among us at least recog- 
nises that we cannot afford to default on the insurance of a 
heritage of which the times call for the fullest evaluation and use. 

There is bitter irony in the thought that, after the work and 
care bestowed on the wartime safeguarding of art treasures here 
and in occupied Europe, including former enemy territory, not 
only as a civilised conqueror’s obligation but also as a practical 
step in the rehabilitation of regions relying much on their 
attraction as centres for artistic study, the means of putting 
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and keeping our own house and its embellishments in order 
should now be summarily curtailed. Those who were concerned 
in that work, and others who suffered the blitzes at home, will 
know with what frightening speed deterioration sets in when 
care and maintenance are not continuously forthcoming. 


But happily, in this instance, weighty ‘and authoritative 
custodians are at hand, and emphatic in their condemnation of 
this new example of cheeseparing—calculated apparently to 
save annually about the cost of cars for a pair of directors of 
one of our nationalised industries—by which we risk doing 
incalculable damage. 

Of the many who urged reconsideration in the Lords, Lord 
Faringdon pointed out that such a cadre of skilled men, once 
dispersed, would not easily be reassembled ; Lord Hampton 
hoped the Government would think again; and Earl Jowitt 
doubted the soundness of such an economy. 


The Earl of Munster undertook to inform the Minister of 
Works of the views expressed during the debate. We respect- 
fully share them, and the doubts and hopes they imply. The 
inheritance of what was described as “cultural capital ” 
imposes grave responsibility on the inheritors—ourselves. 
We can individually have little say in how that responsibility 
is discharged, but it is encouraging and heartening to know 
that there are custodians who themselves have care for the 
custodians of our assets. 
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STUDENTS AND PRACTICE 


THE decision of the R.I.B.A. Council, taken at its meeting 
on June 17, that “ the Board of Architectural Education 
should be empowered to set up machinery to deal with all 
cases of hardship arising under the regulations for the exam- 
ination in professional practice and twelve months’ experience 
which came -into operation on January 1, 1951,” should 
bring to an end a chapter in the relations between the Institute 
and students of “ recognised ”’ schools which has dragged on 
for nearly 18 months. The long-term value of the regula- 
tions referred to, which have the effect of. adding twelve 
months to the period of qualification by examination for the 
R.I.B.A. Associateship, is not in dispute, but when the 
question was first publicly ventilated (The Builder, August 17 
last) we then made the suggestion that a tribunal should be 
set up to review hard cases.. This has now been done, but not 
before the Board of Architectural Education and the R.I.B.A. 
Council had changed their minds three times and the matter 
been brought to the attention of a wider public by reason of a 
letter to The Times by Mr. James Callaghan, M.P., on June 14. 
The whole handling of this question has been shockingly 
inept and goes far to rob the Institute of the credit, which 
should rightly belong to it, of taking a step calculated to 
promote the public interest. The saving grace is that the 
latest decision is undoubtedly the right one.

RI.B.A. EXAMINATION AND 
PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE 


HE R.I.B.A. Council decided on 
June 17 that the Board of Architec- 
tural Education should be empowered to 
set up machinery to deal with cases of 
hardship arising under the regulations for 
the examination in professional practice 
and 12 months’ practical experience 
which came into operation on January 1, 
1951. The Board are considering the 
detailed arrangements and the conditions 
under which applications for relief on 
grounds of hardship may be submitted. 
A further announcement will be made as 
soon as possible. In the meantime, no 
applications should be submitted. 


INIGO JONES TERCENTENARY 


Two Lectures, by Mr. John Summer- 
son, C.B.E., F.S.A., A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. 
W. Macqueen-Pope, respectively, have 
been arranged to take place on July 2, at 
6 p.m., at St. Paul’s Church, Covent 
Garden, in commemoration of the ter- 
centenary of the death of Inigo Jones, who 
built the church in 1633. Mr. Summer- 
son’s lecture is on the subject of “ Inigo 
Jones—Architecture,” and Mr. Macqueen- 
Pope’s ‘“‘ Inigo Jones—the Theatre.” The 
lectures have been arranged with the aid 
of the Rector, the Rev. Vincent Howson. 

The church itself is rich in historical 
associations, and is mostly as when built, 
and not a copy; the roof was, however, 
replaced in 1789, and again after a fire in 
1795, by Hardwick, each time exactly 
according to the original design. It was 
this church, whose structural measurements 
are said to correspond with those of Solo- 
mon’s Temple, that Inigo Jones described 
as “‘ the handsomest barn in England.” 

To mark the three-hundredth annivers- 
ary on Saturday of his death, architects 
of the Ministry of Works sent a wreath 
to be placed on his bust at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. 
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CORONATION DECORATIONS 


WESTMINSTER CiTy COUNCIL’s CoRONA- 
TION COMMITTEE has recommended the 
appointment of Sir Hugh Casson, R.D.L., 
F.R.I.B.A., as consulting architect to the 
Council for the street decorations in 
connection with the Coronation next year. 
The appointment carries with it a fee of 
1,000 gns., excluding remuneration on a 
percentage scale for specific contracts for 
street decorations and the decoration of 
the City Hall and other of the Council’s 
buildings. 


SALARIED ARCHITECTS 


Tue Salaried and Official Architects’ 
Committee of the R.I.B.A. has appointed 
a sub-committee to consider and advise 
on measures that might be taken to 
provide effective representation of salaried 
architects and architectural assistants in 
all negotiations affecting their conditions 
of service and salaries. Any recom- 
mendation of the committee would, of 
course, be subject to the approval of the 
R.I.B.A. Council.

MAINTENANCE OF CHURCHES 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS of the Church 
Assembly Commission on the repair of 
churches for the raising of a £4m. fund 
to be spent over a period of ten years to 
supplement the efforts of parishes, and 
for regular inspection by qualified archi- 
tects, were abteed to at the summer 
session of the Assembly last week. 

Mr. Ivor BuLtmer-THomas (London), 
submitting the motion for the approval of 
the recommendations, said it was proposed 
to make the appeal a national one. He 
moved that the Archbishops of Canter- 
bury and York be asked to set up a Trust 
for the Preservation of Historic Churches 
to make the national appeal; that a 
proposal for the inspection of all churches 
by a qualified architect once every five 
years be approved ; and that the Central 
Council for the Care of Churches should 
set up, in consultation with the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, advisory 
paneis of architects as recommended by 
the commission. 

The DEAN OF CHICHESTER said that 
there would be a difficulty about getting 
the right kind of architect unless special - 
steps were taken. 

The resolution was carried. 


LEAD THEFTS FROM CHURCHES 


THE THEFT of lead from church roofs * 
is the cause of constant concern to church 
authorities in all parts of the country and 
although in many cases certain precautions 
have been taken to prevent these thefts, 
quantities of lead continue to disappear, 
particularly from isolated churches. 

These disturbing facts appear to have 
persuaded. some of those responsible for 
the repair and upkeep of churches to 
dispose of their lead roofing and replace 
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it with a different material—a practice 
which is referred to in the annual report 
recently issued by the Incorporated 
Church Building Society. 

The report states : 

““Your committee appreciates, with 
sympathy, the difficulties faced by so 
many temporary custodians of ancient 
and historic churches, but it is suggested 
that these difficulties may only be post- 
poned by the sale of ancient and irreplace- 
able lead roofing and the substitution of 
less permanent materials, out of character 
with an ancient fabric. The acquisition 
now of what appear to be large sums of 
money by the sale of lead will not comfort 
future custodians faced with expensive 
and widespread replacement of what may 
have proved to be only a temporary 
expedient.” 

One feels that the committee is wise 
in pointing out that there is no easy 
solution to this problem. Few would 


disagree that the materials to be used in 
repairing an ancient church should be the 
best possible and should be commensurate 
with past tradition and craftsmanship. 


ST. ANDREW’S CHURCH, 
PLYMOUTH 


Tue third phase in the reconstruction 
after war damage of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Plymouth, is now under way. In 1949 
the roofless shell—with its slender arcades 
miraculously still standing—was covered 
in with concrete barrel vaulting following 
the curves of the original Devon 
*‘ waggon”’ ceilings. Towards the com- 
pletion of this phase, in October 1949, the 
work was dedicated in a ceremony 
attended by Princess Elizabeth, now our 
gracious Queen. 

In 1950 licences were granted enabling 
work to go forward with thé second phase : 
the consolidation, repair and repointing 
of the main walls together with the recon- 
struction of two of the east windows which 
had been entirely shattered during the 
raids of 1941. 

Now the third phase, the construction 
of the outer pitched roofs with oak tim- 
bering and Delabole slating has been 
licensed, but for the present at the chancel 
end only. It is hoped that licences to 
complete the remainder, the triple span 
of nave and aisles west of the crossing, will 
be granted this year so that the outlines 
at least of this church, which has graced 
the centre of Plymouth through five 
centuries, may give added dignity to the 
new city fast growing up around it. The 
church lying back, as it does, a little from 
the head of the new Royal Parade will be 
* the link connecting the new Plymouth 
with the Plymouth of the past, whose 
story includes that memorable day in 1580 
when Drake returned to give thanks in 
this church whilst awaiting the bidding of 
our first Queen Elizabeth to tell of the 
circumnavigation of the world. 

The work is being carried out under the 
direction of Mr. Frederick Etchells, 
F.R.I.B.A., by Messrs. Pean Bros., Ltd., 
of Plymouth. 


MIDDLESEX CHURCHES 


A survey of 250 parish churches is to 
be undertaken by the London and 
Middlesex Archaeological Society, which 
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is one of the senior county societies of 
its kind. The churches, all of which are 
in Middlesex or in that part of the County 
of London which lies north of the Thames, 
are mostly nineteenth-century buildings, 
although their origin may precede their 
erection by many centuries. 

The idea was conceived by Mr. R. 
Michael Robbins, a member of the council 
of the archaeological society, who has 
done much research into the history and 
architecture of Middlesex churches. 
‘* Churches dating from medieval times 
to 1715, have been carefully surveyed by 
the Ministry of Works,” he says, “ but 
practically no serious research has been 
done, or facts collated, about churches of a 
later date.” 

Volunteers for the survey are to work 
in small teams, each covering one district. 
They will be asked to supply information 
about materials used in the structure, the 
period of erection, restorations, the nature 
of the church furniture, and facts about 
monuments, brasses, and bells. The 
society hopes to be able to publish an 
account of the survey to mark its centenary 


in 1955. 


MR. 7. LAING JOINS BAILEY

CEMENT CONCRETE Houses.—A corre- 
spondent says, at East Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
the gravel on the spot has been advantage- 
ously turned to account, by building a 
pair of cottage villas entirely of concrete, 
composed of one part of Francis’s Medina 
Cement mixed with six parts of coarse 
gravel, and two of hoggin or coarse sand. 
The walls are carried up, as well as the 
chimneys, by fixing two or three boards 
vertically, and filling in the concrete 
between, about 12 to 14 ins. thick, by 
which method, in consequence of the 
quick setting of the cement, the walls are 
carried up and the boards shifted within 
three or four hours after the wall is built. 
Even the arches are all formed with it 
and no bricks are used. This cement, 
which is manufactured on the island by 
Messrs. Francis, is largely used in the 
works at Dover Harbour. 
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ROOF LANDINGS FOR HELICOPTERS 


Some Problems of Design 
By JAMES HEMBROW, F.R.I.B.A. 


WEEN, about a quarter of a century 
ago, I suggested the_ possibility 
of landing aeroplanes on the roofs of 
buildings people laughed. But only last 
week (June 18) the question of providing 
helicopter landing space on the South 
Bank site was raised in the House of 
Commons, when it was stated by Mr. R. 
Maudling, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation, that discussions 
on the matter are still proceeding. At 
that time wiseacres raised supercilious 
eyebrows, but they were the same eye- 
brows as had been raised when it was 
proposed to put steam locomotives on 
railways and later when horseless carriages 
were suggested on our main roads. Soon, 
informed opinion took notice and the 
public took notice, too. 

But at that time no machine specially 
adapted to the purpose had been evolved. 
We had to visualise the landing and take- 
off of machines needing platforms approxi- 
mating to the size of an aircraft carrier’s 
deck, but which could not be turned into 
the wind. We were also confronted with 
the then high speed of landing and take- 
off presenting special difficulties in big 
cities. The design of the platforms 
presented formidable problems. There 
were also, arising out of all this, some 
rather high hazards which made some of 
the powers-that-be, particularly the 
insurance companies, look somewhat ap- 
prehensively down their noses. 

Now, however, these obstacles have 
been largely eliminated or have vanished 
on the advent of the latest machines. But 
since we have now to design these plat- 
forms we should take a look at the con- 
ditions which call for them and the form 
they will take. 


SPEEDIER SERVICES 


The urgent need for speedier services 
between airport and city centre has made 
their necessity obvious, more obvious 
because the speed of road traffic to the 
centres of our towns cannot be greatly 
increased as it is confined to two di- 
mentional routes, often of a circuitous 
nature. The speed of air vehicles is not 
hampered by being thus confined, and 
they can also travel direct. For the full 
benefit of high air speeds to be gained, 
therefore, aerodromes must be fed and 
evacuated by some form of air transport 
which itself is free and, at last, the heli- 
copter with its vertical take-off and ascent 
has provided us with precisely the kind 
of service required. 

It will be asked why the open spaces in 
towns, or their squares, cannot be utilised 
to obviate the use of roof platforms. For 
one thing these sites are not always con- 
veniently situated, also they could not 
meet expanding needs ; but what is more 
important, spaces surrounded by high 
buildings contain certain disconcerting 
conditions such as eccentric air currents 
nearing ground level which affect the 
safety of the aircraft and the public below. 
These conditions do not apply above the 
general level of. the roof tops. What 


therefore will be the types of roof landing 
platforms required and how general will 
they become ? 

They will have to evolve, but we can 
speculate on the immediately obvious. 
Also we must not lose sight of the possi- 
bility that some day country houses may 
have their helicopters and that large 
hotels may provide landing - facilities, 
at ground level in the country but at roof 
level in large towns. City offices may 
provide roof landings for their privately 
owned “‘hellies,” and large multiple 
stores have platforms for. their own air- 


for some time. The Manchester Airport 
Committee is already engaged in consider- 
ing alternative sites for rotor stations at 
ground and roof level. There is also 
activity in Birmingham. 


MULTIPLE STORES 


What of the multiple stores? An 
enterprising one might provide its own 
feed service with air-buses or taxis, 
and offer to ladies trips to London during 
which they could shop and lunch in the 
West End, attend a matinée and be back 
in the far north in time for late dinner. 
Belfast may soon be as near as Birmingham ! 


For architects, who will have to design 
or approve the design of these structures, 
data for the smaller aircraft is already 
available. Particulars of the 12- and

buses or air-taxis. May there not be in 
the centre of the cities great public rotor- 
stations ? 

We might hope that some of the first 
platforms could be provided by large 
airlines to feed from their central offices, 
but since they are mostly government- 
owned they will almost certainly be slow 
to take up new ideas. We may find there- 
fore that private enterprise operators 
will be first on account of their desire to 
further their own business interests, and 
the patent advertisement value of being 
early in this, at present, new field. It is 
highly probable that the principal main 
railway termini will be used to fill a dual 
role, not only for the benefit of their own 
passengers but serving as main rotor- 
stations as well. Their siting is generally 
more convenient than any sites that could 
be found with roof areas large enough for 
the purpose. 

Private enterprise, being elastic, has 
already appeared in the field. In Man- 
chester a new building with a roof landing 
platform has been under consideration 


20-seaters will be available before very 
long. This will be enough for the 
preliminary work of preparation. There 
is much data in America where roof 
landings have reached a more advanced 
stage than in this country. It is expected 
that 12-seater helicopters of a type approv- 
able for operation over and in cities will be 
ready for service in 1953. 


In dealing with the practical side we 
have now a great advantage that has, of 
course, never been at hand before, i.e., 
a considerable number of our younger 
architects are familiar with the air and 
will take a ready grip on what is required. 
Design must evolve as has already been 
said, but it is most important that the 
early approach to it should be intelligent 
as well as sympathetic. . 

To take the smallest unit first. This is 
the privately owned small helicopter. 
Such a machine in still air can land and 
take off from a space little more than its 
own ground plan area: as though one 
could lower a car into a vacant stand in the 
middle of a crowded car park by an over- 
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head crane and lift it out again in the same 
way. This type therefore will need only 
a small area but must have a reasonable 
safety margin with room for manipulation 
and means of access. 

An important category will be that 
which will provide for a ‘number of air- 
buses or taxis; this will include roof 
landings provided by big commercial 
undertakings, large stores, etc. Apart 


from the larger platform area needed, 
some shelter and some minor offices may 
be required for the convenience of pass- 
engers and the protection of goods. 


THE LARGE STATION 


The unit which is extremely difficult 
to plan for with certainty is the large 
general city rotor station, which I have 
always visualised as being placed over the 
main railway termini. ‘The size of these 
will naturally depend on how the helicopter 
or similar craft develops. The speed of 
the helicopter at the moment is 90- 
105 miles per hour. At such a speed its 
sphere of usefulness would seem to be 
mainly in feed services for mail and 
passengers between airport and _ city 
centres and journeys or trips of a com- 
paratively short distance, but in America 
they are developing auxiliary propulsion 
which is brought into play when the 
machine has reached a suitable height. 
The indications are that the speed of the 
machines will then be raised to some 
200 miles per hour. If this comes about, 
or some new type evolves, one can see an 
expansion of popular air travel akin to that 
achieved by the motor coach services so 
familiar now. In this case the central 
rotor stations would become very busy 
indeed and would need spacious approach- 
roads for vehicles as well as pedestrians. 
They would almost certainly need as 
well all the conveniences and services to 
be found in the termini themselves, but 
conveniently situated for the benefit of 
their own passengers. 

These last great platforms will need 
separate support from the ground level. 
It will be necessary to safeguard the 
sources of fresh air for the station below, 
and light to the railway terminus will have 
to be considered. My visit to the Dome 
of Discovery gave me the impression that 
the present generation cares little about 
the light of day, but there are a lot of 
awkward folk who, like myself, will 
complain if they get none ! 

The larger platforms, particularly, will 
call for careful design if they are not to be 
hideous. Please let us avoid the dreadful 
improvisations that usually disfigure our 
towns when something new and hastily 
conceived is “botched” up. Many, 
located over existing buildings, will get 
their support from existing walls except 
where bridging is necessary. In some 
units only a weight-distributing layer will 
be required. Machines are being oper- 
ated from the roof of a New York post 
office without any special preparation. 
The same will apply to many small roofs 
which are only called upon to take the 
smallest craft. High guard-rails will be 
required at the perimeter with top rail 
just below rotor height and some means of 
anchorage for standing machines. 

There are those who say that the high 
cost of air travel will prohibit popular

me reply to Parliamentary questions 

on the licence-free allowance for 
building work, the Minister of Works, 
Mr. Eccles, M.P., said in the House of 
Commons on June 24: 

““T have examined carefully the 
possibility of increasing the free limits 
for building work. The potential 
demand for building and repair work 
is so great, and the load on the building 
industry differs so much from district 
to district, that it has been found 
impossible to make a general relaxation 
of the licensing system at this time. 

“I am, therefore, making an Order * 
continuing for the 12 months from 
July 1, the present limit of £500 for 
industrial and agricultural buildings, 
but increasing the limic for other 
buildings to £200. The position will 
be reviewed in the autumn and, if 
conditions justify a change, another 
Order will be made. In issuing licences 
for repair and maintenance above the 
free limits, careful regard will be had to 
the load of work in the area concerned.”

services. ‘They forget that in the air we 
have no permanent way to provide and 
maintain, and no arterial roads to build, 


When air-buses can be ordered in large 
numbers costs will fall substantially and 
running costs come down. There is 
still.a tendency in some quarters to 
measure the three-dimensioned air with 
a two-dimensioned rule operated by a 
two-dimensioned mind. But the only 
point at which air traffic faces two- 
dimensional conditions is on the aero- 
drome with approach and take off. 

On approach the machine passes through 
a transitionary region which could be 
represented by a conic funnel upcast and 
leading from the three-dimensioned air 
to the two dimensioned surface of the 
ground. Similar conditions in reverse 
apply to the take-off. 


WEATHER HAZARDS 


The fly in the ointment which still 
buzzes at inconvenient times is the fact 
that, while trains, road transport and even 
ships, can operate in all weathers, there 
are still occasions when aircraft have, in 
commonsense, to be grounded. Lately 
the use of what is loosely called the 
stratosphere (flying. at great heights) 
has largely overcome the effect of con- 
ditions at lower levels ; but one has still 
to set out for and reach these heights and, 
what is more, make one’s way down again 
to the ground. Such types of machines 
as have to operate at low levels are still 
affected by the weather. It is difficult 
to procure a 100 per cent. service at all 
times, but nevertheless weather inter- 
ference with air travel the world over is 
much less than is generally realised— 
particularly by those of us who imagine 
that the vagaries of the English «weather 
are man’s general lot. 

Another thing that is not fully realised 
is that the air age, which seems already to 
be familiar, is in reality only just beginning. 
We have a long way to travel before it 
develops its full shape and statue.

It has been agreed that the working 
languages for the conference shall be 
French and English, but that speeches 
may also be made in Italian.

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ARCHITECTS REGISTRATION COUNCIL 
Eighty-first Ordinary Meeting 


SEVENTEEN new scholarships for the 
year 1952-53 were awarded by the 
Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom at the Council’s eighty-first 
erdinary meeting on June 20. They were 
awarded subject to no alteration in the 
financial position of the students taking 
place by reason of an increase or decrease 
of their available resources. 

The Council approved the admittance of 
179 applicants to the register, 173 of whom 
qualified by examination under section 
6(1) (c) of the Principal Act; four qualified 
under section 6(1)(d) of the Principal Act, 
and under~ regulation 26(4)—architects 
resigned seeking readmission; and two 
applied under section 6(1)(d) of the Principal 
Act, and regulation 26¢b)—applications 
supported by a Constituent Body of the 
Council, or by the “ Unattached” Repre- 
sentatives. 

Of a total of 5,628 applications received 
under the 1938 Act and under regulation 
26 (a), (2), (5), (7) and (b), 3,970 were 
recommended for admission, 1,452 were 
rejected, 204 were withdrawn, leaving a 
balance still to be dealt with of two. 

On the question of disciplinary pro- 
cedure the Professional Purposes Committee 
reported’ that they had agreed that the draft 
reports of the Discipline Committee should 
in future be submitted to counsel before 
being signed and issued, but noted, however, 
that the direction from the Council, which 
led to this decision, referred only to the 
reference of reports of the Committee to 
counsel in difficult cases. They were of 
opinion that every report should be so 
submitted. 

The Committee agreed that it was desir- 
able that the solicitor responsible for making 
complaints of professional misconduct 
should have available as required standing 
junior counsel, and they also agreed that 
application should -be made to the Privy 
Council under section 13(1)(f) of the 1931 
Act to approve an amendment to the Disci- 
plinary Regulations by including a para- 
graph giving the Committee power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses under subpcena. 

The Council therefore approved the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Disciplinary 
Regulations submitted by the solicitor to 
the Council and the submission of an amend- 
ment to the Privy Council for approval in 
-due course :— 


“For the purpose of any inquiry the 
applicant and the registered person to 
whom the application relates and the 
Clerk of the Discipline Committee if so 
directed by the Discipline Committee may 
sue out writs of subpoena ad testificandum 
and duces tecum, but no person shall -be 
compelled under any such writ to produce 
any document which he could not be 
compelled to produce on the trial of an 
action.” 


‘Complaints of Misconduct 


With reference to the resolution of Coun- 
cil of March 14 in which the Registrar was 
-asked to approach the various constituent 
bodies in order to determine whether some 
‘Satisfactory arrangement could be made to 
resolve the difficulties arising out of the 
concurrent jurisdiction of the constituent 
bodies and the Council over any case of 
tprofessional misconduct, the Professional 


Purposes Committee reported that the fol- 
lowing memorandum prepared ‘by ‘the 
Registrar had been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the constituent bodies as follows: 
The Royal: Institute of British Architects, 
the Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors, the Architectural Associa- 
tion and the Association of Building 
Technicians. 

Memorandum of Suggested Procedure :— 

(1) All complaints of serious professional 
misconduct should be referred in the first 
instance to the Registrar of the Architects’ 
Registration Council. 


The Registrar would then submit the 
evidence to the solicitor who undertakes 
the preparation of the formal affidavit of 
complaint, asking for an inquiry by the 
Discipline Committee. 

If, after inquiry by the Discipline Com- 
mittee, the Council decide to notify the 
architect of their intention to remove his 
name from the Register—a copy of the 
report of the Discipline Committee and a 
verbatim note of the proceedings before the 
Discipline Committee will be sent to the 
... (the appropriate Constituent Body) 
. .. for such action on their part as they 
may think fit. 

(2) If the solicitor is of opinion that the 
offence alleged or the evidence available is 
not sufficient to support a charge of “ dis- 
graceful conduct” within the meaning of 
section 7 of the Architects’ Registration 
Act, 1931, the case will be returned to... 
(the appropriate Constituent Body). . 
for such action as they think fit. 

(3) Similarly, if the Council, having con- 
sidered the affidavit of complaint submitted 
by the solicitor, are of opinion that it does 
not establish a prima facie case of Dis- 
graceful Conduct, or alternatively that the 
offence, if proved, although amounting to 
Disgraceful Conduct, would not’ merit 
removal from the Register—the case will 
be returned to... (the appropriate Con- 
Sstituent Body) . . for such action as they 
think fit. 

The Council would, however, feel them- 
selves at liberty simultaneously to refer any 
of the cases under paras. (2) and (3) above 
to their Professional Purposes Committee 
for consideration and such action by way 
of reprimand or otherwise as might be 
deemed advisable. 

The Council approved the procedure as 
outlined in the above memorandum. 

The Committee went on to report that 
they had considered an inquiry by an archi- 
tect whether he would be permitted to enter 
into partnership with an industrial designer 
and retain his affix as an architect, and, if 
so, whether advertisements of the industrial 
design undertaking would be permissible 
and whether such advertisements might bear 
the architect’s name, but without his pro- 
fessional affix 

They had replied that an architect might 
enter into partnership with an industrial 
designer, provided the business was carried 
on on a strictly professional basis and sub- 
ject to the condition that the architect’s 
professional affix could appear on the letter 
paper of the firm, but that if the industrial 
designer intended to advertise, the name of 
the architect must not appear in any adver- 
tisement even without his professional affix: 
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“Architectural Designers ” 

The Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee reported that they had’ received a 
recommendation from the Professional Pur- 
poses Committee that an advertisement 
should be issued in the local Press in any 
case in which an advertisement has appeared 
offering architectural services by persons 
using the title of “ architectural designers ” 
or “ architectural consultants ” in evasion of 
the 1938 Act. It was understood that the 
Registrar was receiving frequent complaints 
of the evasion of the Act in this manner. 

The following advertisement, which had 
been approved by the solicitor, was pro- 
posed : — 

“The attention of the Architects’ Regis- 
tration Council has been drawn to the 
increasing appearance of advertisements 
offering architectural service inserted by 
persons describing themselves as ‘archi- 
tectural consultants’ or architectural 
advisers’ who are in fact not registered 
as architects and cannot describe them- 
selves as architects without committing 
an offence for which they could be prose- 
cuted and fined. Such an evasion. of the 
provisions of the Architects’ Registration 
Acts is calculated to mislead the public. 

“Any person desiring the services of 
an architect should beware of entrusting 
his building operations to persons who 
may not be competent to carry out the 
duties entrusted to them and are not 
bound by the Code of Professional Con- 
duct which is enforced by the Architects’ 
Registration Council for the protection of 
the public.” 

The Council approved the proposal. 


Mr. Jackson’s Resignation 

The chairman, Mr. E. D. Jerreriss 
MATHEWS, announced with regret the resig- 
nation of Mr. Gordon W. Jackson from the 
Council on private grounds. 


A motion was carried that the matter 
should be placed on the Agenda for dis- 
cussion at a subsequent meeting of the 
Council.

J. K, Vinycomb, F.R-I.B.A.

Down, of Mr. John Knox Vinycomb, 
F.R.IL.B.A. Mr. Vinycomb was elected a 
Fellow of the R.I-B.A. in 1926, and at one 
time lived at Wallington, Surrey. 


Col. W. C. Devereux, C.B.E. 

We regret to announce the death 
Colonel Wallace Charles Devereux, C.BE, 
F.R.Ae.S., an outstanding figure in the light 
metal industry, which occurred on June 21. 
He was 59._ He was taken ill earlier in the 
day while attending the races at Ascot. 

In 1927, Colonel Devereux formed a com 
pany — High Duty Alloys, Ltd.—to cary 
out research for the commercial production 
of new high-strength alloys for the aircraft 
industry. At the outbreak of war in 1939 
he was appointed Director of Forgings and 
Castings, and in 1941 Controller of North 
American Aircraft Supply in the Ministry of 
Aircraft Production. After the war he 
founded the Fulmer Research Institute a 
Stoke Poges, which was designed to meet 
the needs of industry for laboratories. He 
also founded, in 1945, the Associated Light 
Metal Industries Group, known as Almi 
Ltd., of which he was managing director al 
the time of his death.

HE Notre Dame Estate, on which work commenced 
as long ago as 1946, has been carried out in three 
phases, of which that illustrated is by far the largest. 
The first phase consisted of 58 2-storey, 4-room 
cottages and 12 2-storey, 3-room flats. This was 
completed early in 1948. The second phase consisted 
of 92 dwellings, comprising 80 4-room maisonettes, 
four 3-room and eight 2-room flats, and was com- 
pleted in 1949. , 


The scheme now illustrated consists of 200 3- and 
4-room maisonettes and 32 1-room flats. The main 
lines of the scheme were settled some six years ago, 
when a limit of 15 ft. was adopted as the frontage for 
the 3-room maisonettes and 18 ft. 9 in. for those with 
four rooms, the areas being 720 and 900 sq. ft. res- 
pectively. It was therefore possible to get 10 of the 
former or eight of the latter into a block 150 ft. long, 
enabling the escape staircases to be kept within the 
L.C.C. maximum of 160 ft. apart. The frontage 
dimensions are multiples of 3 ft. 9 in. which is the 
width of the repeat of the projecting headers in the 
parapet wall. The latter being approximately 9 ft. 
high screens all the upper parts of lifts, staircases, etc., 
and also about half an acre of drying ground. The ad- 
vantage of an unbroken skyline will be evident from 
the photographs. 


It was necessary to go down to a depth of approxi- 
mately 16 ft. to be sure of an adequate foundation for 
such a heavy building, and the first 8 or 9 ft. of this 
excavation is filled with mass concrete, from which the 
reinforced concrete frame rises. ‘The latter consists 
of solid 8 in. reinforced concrete party walls and 6 in. 
reinforced concrete floors, with one post in the 
external wall on the east and west sides of each dwelling, 
the general appearance being rather like an egg-box. 
The posts are designed to be contained within the 14 in. 


skin of the building—in other words, whatever their 
width, none is more than 9 in. in thickness. 


The depth to which the foundations had to be taken 
made it economical to put in a lower ground floor, 
which contains a large store for each tenant, eight 
laundries and various ancillary rooms. Each laundry 
is equipped with two washing machines separated by a 
partition, a dehydrator which extracts 75 per cent. of 
the water from the clothes, and two pairs of drying 
cabinets. A week’s wash can be done in half an hour 
for 4d. 

The party walls were poured between two skins of 
wood wool and the floors are covered with a 3 in. 
screed which conceals all the pipes in connection with 
the supply of hot water, heating, gas and electricity. 
The two former services come from a central boiler 
house, the location of which is shown on the site plan. 
This is completely underground and the flue is con- 
cealed in the staircase tower at the junction of blocks 
11 and 12. 

The density on this portion of the estate is more than 
200 persons to the acre but the overall density of the 
different types of dwellings in the complete scheme, 
which covers 124 acres, is about 136 persons per acre. 

External Finishes —The external walls are built in 
sand lime bricks faced with Leicestershire wire-cuts 
of a biscuit colour. The windows are all painted 
white and the external doors in different and bright 
colours for each floor. The roof is covered with 3-ply 
roofing with a cement-rendered finish which helps 
insulation and makes it available not only as a drying 
ground but for access to tanks, lift motor rooms, 
and as a means of connecting the tops of staircases for 
escape purposes. 

Internal Finishes —These differ little from what is 
normally to be found in a State-assisted housing 
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scheme. The basement floor is granolithic. The floors 
of the dwellings are entirely covered with thermoplastic 
tiles. The escape staircases are rendered and treated 
with cold cement glaze in two colours, a periwinkle 
blue dado with primrose above. The 200 private 
staircases in the maisonettes are of reinforced concrete 
precast on the ground in one piece, weighing about 15 
cwt. Fixing battens were inserted when casting to 
take the final finish of { in. deal tread. The balconies 
which give access to the flats are covered with water- 
proofed granolithic. 


The Wandsworth Borough Council, who were 
responsible for the scheme, adopted the idea of 
maisonettes for their multi-storey building. They have 
proved to be more popular than flats, and have the 
advantage that lifts have four stops fewer than would 
be the case with flats of a similar height. An additional 
advantage is that living-rooms are “‘ cushioned ” from 
one another by the bedrooms. Noise transmission is 
reduced to a minimum by the use of wood wool on the 
party walls and as the total thickness of the floors is 
9 in. they, too, are practically sound-proof. The only 
complaint so far received was due to the sound 
inevitably carried by the pipes of the heating and hot 
water system and the plumbing, but these are much less 
than might have been expected. 


Each maisonette has three radiators, in the living- 
room, kitchen and hall respectively, the latter providing 
background warmth for the whole dwelling. Each 
dwelling has its own calorifier, so that a tenant who is

extravagant with hot water ard empties it has to wait 
a considerable time for the water again to reach bath 
or washing-up temperature. The continuous balconies 
permitted the minimum number of lifts to be used, 
i.e., only five for the whole 232 units. 

The cost of this phase of the scheme, including road 
works, boiler house, central heating, lay-out, seeding, etc., 
is about £500,000, and of the whole scheme rather 
under £750,000, or slightly over £1,870 per dwelling 
inclusive. 

The coat of arms was carved by Mr. James Wood- 
ford, R.A. ‘The consultant engineers were, for the 
structure, R. T. James and Partners, and for the 
heating and hot water, J. Roger Preston and Partners. 
The quantity surveyors were L. A. Francis and Sons. 


The general contractors (who carried out all the 
joinery work except the doors and did the plastering 
and painting themselves) were Messrs. William Moss 
and Sons, Ltd., whose general foreman. was Mr. 
Jack Clabon, assisted for the greater part of the time 
by Mr. T. F. James. The clerk of works for all the 
schemes was Mr. Vernon Cox, who was assisted on the 
last portion by Mr. W. Shankland. The responsible 
assistants in the architects’ office were Mr. B. J. 
Saunders, A.R.I.B.A., now a partner, and Mr. Arthur

A SUITE IN A LONDON HOTEL 


GRAEME I. C, HIGHET, FRIBA, ARCHITECT 


HE problem was to reconstruct a 
portion of the two upper floors 
of a London hotel destroyed by bombing. 
The destroyed portion was within a 
steep pitched mansard roof and had a 
circular feature near the corner with 
a domed roof. The interior was richly 
decorated. It was decided to reécon- 
struct the exterior in a simpler manner 
and, therefore, a reasonable amount of 
interior fitted furniture and decoration 
was possible. 

Accommodation : The suite is shut 
off from the main hotel corridor and 
has a large sitting room, a single 
bedroom with bathroom and a double 
bedroom with bathroom. The double 
bedroom and bathroom can be shut 
off and let separately. On the top floor 
accommodation has been planned for 
oat the head housekeeper and some of the 

staff. 

The Sitting-room: A feature was 
made of the treatment of the end 
wall. This has a mirror from floor to 
ceiling and is 7 ft. wide, with the electric 
fire surround set in it. On either side 
are two panels of dull red leather 
flanked by polished wood colonettes 
behind which are concealed vertical 
lighting troughs. The corners of the 
room are rounded to about 18 in. 
radius so as to reflect the concealed 
lighting into the room. Over the full 
width of the mirror is a box-light 
fitting. The mirror helps to create 
the illusion of length in the room 

”Y we which is actually almost square in plan. 
s. ie Ceiling and the wall opposite the mirror 
_ apap are papered with pale blue paper with 
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silver stars. Side walls are pale warm grey. Curtains 
are dull red to match the leather panels and the carpet 
is a soft dull grey-green. The fibrous plaster cornice is 
designed to take the ventilating trunking and has a con- 
tinuous plaster grille on the front face. 

Single Bedroom: Here the built-in furniture is 
finished ‘in elm. On the one wall is a built-in cupboard. 
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To one side of the cupboard is a built-in dressing table with 
triple mirror and on the other a similar recess contains the 
luggage rack. The divan bed is built on a platform so that 
the box mattress swings out for bed making. The dado 
panelling is brought forward from the wall with narrow 
shelves on top so as to counteract the feeling of being too 
much tucked into the corner. The writing table is similar

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in detail to the dressing table, and both have Formica 
tops. The ceiling and walls are papered in beige with off- 
white spots. The carpet is neutral brown and the curtains 
bedspread, etc., are in a material with a pale blue ground 
and bold pattern of browns and off-white. 


Bathroom of Single Bedroom : This has a Roman stone 
floor and tiled walls ; the mirror over the basin lifts off to 
give access to valves, etc., in the pipe duct behind. 


Double Bedroom : The structure of this room remained 
intact. It was lit by a single narrow dormer. A new window 
6 ft. wide was put in and as the best daylight and view is 
diagonally from this direction, the lighting of the room was 
greatly improved. A second dormer opens out near the 
new windows, but as this faces on to an existing fire escape 
stair, it has been fitted with glass bricks and the recess so 
formed makes a fitted writing table. The fireplace was re-

moved and the triple mirror of the dressing table was 
recessed into the chimney breast. On the adjoining walls 
is a double range of built-in cupboard in elm and a double 
door leading into the private lobby of the suite. A recess 
is formed for the bed heads and night tables. 


Bathroom of Double Bedroom : Here the floor is in Roman 
stone and the walls are faced with pearl grey and shell pink 
vitrolite. A special feature was made of the mirror-lined 
recess containing the basin.

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PRESERVATION OF RURAL ENGLAND 
Modern Design in the Countryside 


z [= is desirable that all buildings erected 

should show such natural good manners, 
such honesty of purpose, beauty of form 
and elegance of detail as makes them not 
unworthy to stand beside the glorious works 
of man which we have been fortunate 
enough to inherit from the past,” said Mr. 
GorDON RUSSELL, director of the Council 
of Industrial Design, when he addressed the 
annual general meeting of the Council for 
the Preservation of Rural England in Lon- 
don on June 12. 

“If we respect such works, as we ought 
to do,” continued Mr. Russell, “we should 
surely use them as touchstones of quality 
as William Morris spoke of French 
cathedrals. They would then become a con- 
stant source of inspiration rather than 
models to be imitated in a praiseworthy, yet 
dreary and lifeless, manner. Can anything 
seem more foolish than to build an Italian 
campanile to serve the purpose of a factory 
chimney, a telephone exchange encased in 
a Georgian domestic exterior, or a petrol 
station apeing a thatched cottage? 

“Yet is it not true,” he went on, “that 
those who profess most loudly their devo- 
tion to the past not infrequently bemuse 
themselves into imagining that such worship 
cannot be genuine unless it is accompanied 
by a detestation of everything of their own 
day? Such people cannot believe that a 
factory, a petrol station, a public lavatory 
or a pylon can have its own especial beauty 
if the architect or designer has a divine spark 
within him.” 

Referring to the new kinds of agricultural 


structures such as silos, dutch barns, machin- 


ery sheds and pylons, Mr. Russell said, 
“there are three distinct points here. First, 
each building should be designed with com- 
petent architectural advice. Second, there 
should be some co-ordination between the 
designers of different types of buildings 
which, although made by separate firms, 
may well be used together, such as silos and 
dutch barns. Third, it should be possible 
for the farmer to get advice on layout. 
Every farm site presents its own problems 
and much depends, both from a_ practical 
working and aesthetic point of view, on how 
buildings are arranged. It should not be 
impossible to make available such specialist 
architectural advice. 

“The demolition of large houses is a 
grievous loss to the countryside, where 
variety of pattern greatly adds to the rich- 
ness of texture. Much harm, too, is being 
done in many villages by segregating large 
blocks of council housing, thus perpetuating 
one of the bad features of Victorian sub- 
urban development.” 

On the subject of local authorities, Mr. 
Russell said, “ There is urgent need of men 
or women with architectural qualifications 
or a sound layman’s interest in architecture 
to sit on local housing committees. They 
can make sure that an architect is put in 
charge of council housing—this is still not 
universal—and encourage him when he is 
appointed. Many people do not yet know 
that we have in this country a progressive 
body of Landscape Architects. Industrial 
landscaping around coal mines, cement 
works, quarries, etc., is becoming of major 
importance and needs the imaginative 
approach of the skilled practitioner no less 
than the building of houses—the two, in 
fact, should always go hand in hand.” 


The Annual Report 


Following Mr. Russell’s address, PROFES- 
Sor Sin PATRICK ABERCROMBIE, chairman of 
the Council, briefly reviewed the annual re- 
port, from which we take the, following 
extracts: 


The Town Development ‘Bill received 
particularly close scrutiny, and at first there 
appeared to be a real danger that its 
declared object of “helping local authori- 
ties to carry out town development in rural 
and small urban areas” might be pursued 
at serious cost to rural amenity and with 
scant regard for accepted principles of town 
and country planning. But assurances given 
by the Minister when these misgivings were 
voiced on second reading, and Government 
amendments since introduced, have gone far 
to satisfy the C.P.R.E. that the Bill ought 
rather to be regarded primarily as a means 
of overcoming some of the financial and 
other practical difficulties of carrying out 
a sound planning policy and that the plan- 
ning arrangements themselves are not affec- 
ted. If this interpretation is correct, the 
Bill is to be welcomed, since the develop- 
ment which it will facilitate should, on the 
whole, promote rather than hamper the 
policy of orderly dispersal from congested 
and overgrown towns which, despite the 
general assent which it commands, has 
proved so disappointingly slow and difficult 
in execution. 


‘Service Departments’ Use of Land. The 
Government’s general review of the service 
departments’ permanent peacetime land 
requirements, at any rate in the form in 
which it was set on foot at the end of the 
1939-45 war, and has been described in the 
C.P.R.E.’s post-war reports, is at last nearing 
completion. That is not to say that finality 
has been or ever can be reached, for the 
services’ needs for land are bound to vary 
in nature and extent as changes in armament 
and methods of training take place, as varia- 
tions are made in the strength of the armed 
forces and in their distribution - between 
home and overseas stations, and as the inter- 
national barometer rises and falls; and it 
is reasonable to hope that, notoriously 
tenacious though the services are, such 
changes of circumstance will not necessarily 
always result in the acquisition of land but 
sometimes—and perhaps, some day, on a 
large scale—in its surrender. 


Farm Buildings. In July, 1951, the 
Executive Committee decided to convene a 
representative gathering of practical people 
to consider the treatment of modern farm 
buildings and materials for their construc- 
tion and their general design and siting, in 
so far as to ensure that they harmonise and 
tone in with their surroundings. To-day 
there is an increasing demand for up-to-date 
farm buildings—cow houses, milking par- 
lours, dairies covered stockyards, silos and 
buildings to house grain, and grass-drying 
plant. Such buildings are exempt from 
planning control and we therefore depend 
upon the goodwill and interest of all con- 
cerned. 

Regional Housing Production Boards. 
The first of these Boards has now been set 
up, and it is of note that no independent 
architects, surveyors or engineers appear to 
be included in their membership. As the 
purpose of the Boards is, as stated in their 
terms of reference, “to bring all those con- 
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cerned in house building . . . into closer 
consultation . . . etc.,” the omission of the 
architect and the planner is a matter for re- 
mark. 


“ Non-traditional Houses” are the subject 
of a recent Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government circular. Non-traditional build- 
ing methods have two advantages, speed of 
erection and the saving of labour, and the 
acute housing shortage may tend to concen- 
trate attention on the importance of speed 
of construction and relegate to second place 
the equally important need for careful selec- 
tion of type plans. Yet consideration of 
external appearance, including layout, is of 
paramount importance if, having obtained 
our houses at speed, we are not to repent 
them at leisure. 


Advertisement Control. Apart from the 
few minor changes introduced by the Town 
and Country Planning (Control of Adver- 
tisements) Amendment Regulations, 1951, 
which came into operation on July 1, the 
law relating to the control of outdoor adver- 
tising remains as it was a year ago; but an 
important landmark was reached on August 
1, when the last “period of grace” for 
existing advertisements expired. The posi- 
tion, therefore, has at last been reached 
where all outdoor advertisements, with the 
limited exceptions listed in the Regulations, 
are fully subject to the contro] of the local 
planning authorities, who not only have 
power to grant or refuse consent for the use 
of all new advertising sites but, by means of 
the “challenge” procedure which the Regu- 
lations prescribe, can also order the removal 
of any advertisement already in existence. 

Electricity Undertakings. This was 
described so fully in last. year’s annual report 
that it will be sufficient to say for the pur- 
pose of this report that the situation re- 
mains unchanged, and C.P.R.E. remains of 
the opinion that much~more could and 
should be done to avoid disfigurement in 
rural areas. Overhead lines are being erec- 
ted everywhere, in many cases with deplor- 
able results to the landscape amenities of 
rural districts. The policy nowadays appears 
to be overhead or nothing. Yet the cases 
in which C.P.R.E. and its branches advocate 
underground distribution are so few, and the 
mileage so small when compared with elec- 
tricity distribution as a whole, that if the 
extra charge involved were to be distributed 
over the total cost everywhere it would be 
infinitesimal. 


Roads, Bridges and Footpaths. The 
general position remains unchanged. Major 
road works are still, to all intents and pur- 
poses, at a standstill, but the survey of the 
routes of the future road system is proceed- 
ing and it is difficult to see how development 
plans can be satisfactorily settled unless the 
Ministry of Transport is in a position to 
decide the routes of the motorways and to 
indicate to the local planning authorities 
their decisions about new local road pro- 
grammes which affect their plans. 


Design of Lamp Standards. The 
C.P.R.E. continues to receive protests from 
all quarters about the disfigurement caused 
by what appears to be a lack of suitably 
designed lamp standards for use in varying 
surroundings. The engineers maintain that 
their task is to make the best of equipment - 
that is available and that concrete columns 
are often chosen on the score of steel sav- 
ing and running costs, as.there is little main- 
tenance. They maintain that they are in the 
hands of the manufacturers and that 
individual’ demands for localised designs 
indigenous to their surroundings would be 
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too small to justify the high costs of special 
moulds. This is not very convincing. 

Hedgerow and Roadside Trees. From 
all over the country protests are reaching 
the C.P.R.E. about the ruthless destruction 
of hedgerow and roadside trees which have 
always been a feature of the British land- 
scape. Letters stress not only the adverse 
effect upon the beauty of the landscape but 
also the ecological effect. While recognis- 
ing the practical objections to hedgerow 
trees, mainly from the economic point of 
view, which affect farmers and _ others 
dependent on agriculture for their livelihood 
—and in some cases the possibility of danger 
to highway users—there is much to be said 
in favour of their retention where sound, 
and replacement where felled. 

Trees on Housing Estates. At a confer- 
ence at Truro, in June, 1951, convened by 
the C.P.R.E. Cornwall branch and attended 
by local authorities from many parts of 
the country, it was resolved that every 
encouragement should be given to the plant- 
ing of trees and shrubs on Cornwall’s hous- 
ing estates. The late Mr. W. Arnold- 
Forster presided and he said that the branch 
had been able to co-operate with local 
authorities in dealing with their problems 
in this connection, and emphasised that there 
was a tendency for housing authorities to 
overestimate the cost of providing such 
amenities. 


IN PARLIAMENT 
Hospital Building 
N June 17, Major Guy Ltoyp asked the 
Minister of Health what was the total 
of building and maintenance work approved 
by the Regional Hospital Boards during the 
financial year 1951-52; what was the total 
approved, regionally, of items each not 
exceeding £10,000 or other regional maxima; 
and what was the total referred to head- 
quarters for departmental sanction. 

Mr. MACLeop said that the estimated 
expenditure by Regional Hospital Boards on 
capital account in 1951-52 for building and 
civil engineering works and _ associated 
equipment was about £7.7 million, and the 
estimated expenditure of Hospital Manage- 
ment Committees on revenue account in the 
same year for the maintenance of building, 
plant and grounds (excluding the salaries 
and wages of directly employed maintenanice 
staff) was about £6.59 million. Of the 
expenditure on capital account, about 
£350,000 was on works estimated to cost 
not more than £1,000 each, which did not 
require the Minister’s approval. The rest, 
apart from such items as the payment 
of fees, was on larger schemes approved 
by the Minister during the year in 
question or previously. Expenditure on 
the maintenance of building, plant and 
grounds within the approved estimates 
did not require the Minister’s approval. 
Hospital Management Committees required 
the approval of Regional Hospital Boards to 
maintenance works estimated to cost in 
excess of £1,000, but figures of the amount 
so approved were not available. 


School Building Programme 

On June 16 Mr. PICKTHORN, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of Education, 
in reply to Dr. KiNG, who asked about the 
curtailment of the school building pro- 
gramme, said that shortage of buildings was 
not the decisive factor in large school classes. 
It was a shortage of teachers. Many forms 
of non-traditional building had been urged 
on local education authorities by the 
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Ministry. The results had been good and 
were increasing. Non-traditional building 
was being used to the maximum capacity. 


Rent Restriction Acts 


In the House of Lerds on June 17 Lorp 
Lioyp, Lord in Waiting, replying to Vis- 
COUNT BUCKMASTER, said the Government 
had under consideration the revision of the 
Rent Restriction Acts, but were unable at 
present to’ give any undertaking when legis- 
lation would be introduced. 

VISCOUNT BUCKMASTER said that if the 
value of the £ fell further, the cost of 
repairs would become even more prohibi- 
tive and a situation might be reached in 
which relief might be almost impossible. 

Lorp Lioyp said the Government were 
aware of that fact and the many consider- 
ations applying to it, and they were being 
fully considered. 


Labour Force 


Orn June 17 Mr. Epwarp Davies asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment what steps he was taking to ensure that 
an adequate labour force was available for 
the building of houses in those areas where 
they were most urgently required. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that employment ex- 
changes did all they could to persuade build- 
ing workers to take housing work where they 
were most urgently needed. Local authori- 
ties were encouraged, particularly in areas 
where building labour was inadequate for 
local needs, to use non-traditional methods 
of house-building, which required a mini- 
mum of labour, especially skilled labour, 
on the site. He was sending the hon. mem- 
ber a copy of a circular on this subject that 
he addressed to all local authorities last 
March. 

Mr. Davies: Is the right hon. Gentleman 
aware that in some contiguous areas there 
is, under his financial arrangements, some 
danger of bargaining, attracting and enticing 
workers? Does he not in some instances 
make provision for travel, which has the 
effect, in the case of some non-traditional 
contractors, of attracting men who should 
be more usefully employed in building 
houses than in travelling two or three hours 
to work in a bus? 

Mr. MACMILLAN: Though there may be 
some danger in rivalry there is greater danger 
in stagnation. 

Mr. ELLis SMITH: How does the Minister 
reconcile his original answer with what is 
happening in Stoke-on-Trent, where houses 
are required not only for the normal needs 
but for thousands of miners who are being 
transferred from other parts of the country 
to a development area? Will the Minister 
give his personal attention to this matter? 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that if a question 
were put down he would look into the 
position. 


Movement to New Towns 


On June 17, Mr. HENRY BROOKE asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment what action should now be taken by 
a person living in London who wanted the 
opportunity as soon as possible of moving 
his family out to a house in one of the new 
towns. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said he hoped shortly to 
be sending a circular on this matter to all 
London housing authorities. Meanwhile any 
person on the housing lists of those authori- 
ties who wanted to live and work in a new 
town should advise his authority accordingly. 

Mr. BROOKE asked the Minister if he 
would particularly bear in mind the diffi- 
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culties of the metropolitan borough councils 
which were almost at the end of their avail- 
able building sites, and still had thousands 
of people on the waiting lists who up to now 
had been afforded no accommodation at all 
in any of the new towns, except a few very 
expensive flats at Stevenage? 

Mr. MACMILLAN said this was what they 
were trying to get arranged. 

Mr. SORENSEN said one of the advantages 
of those who lived in the City of London 
was that they had areas outside their own 
metropolis, while many of the outer boroughs 
required their overspill population to go to 
the new towns in preference to those who 
came from London. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said these were examples 
of the rival claims they had tried to iron out. 


Softwood Imports 


On June 17, in reply to Mr. GIBson, the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. MACcKE- 
SON, said that imports of softwood, including 
boxboards, railway sleepers and poles in 
January totalled 119,944 standards; in Febru- 
ary 72,146 standards; in March 71,531 
standards; and in April 58,756 standards. 
Stocks of softwood at the end of the month 
were: January 734,247 standards; February 
699,836 standards; March 669,040 standards; 
and April 646,030 standards. 


Timber Floors 

On June 17, MAJOR ANSTRUTHER - GRAY 
asked the Secretary. of State for Scotland 
whether, in view of increasing stocks of 
timber and easier prices, he would consider 
removing the ban on wooden floors for house 
construction. 

Mr. SruakT said he could not in present 
circumstances. They could not afford to 
spend more foreign exchange on timber than 
was essential. me 


Private Licences in New Towns 


On June 10, in the House of Commons, 
Mr. BRAINE asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government how many New 
Town Development Corporations were issu- 
ing private building licences to suitable 
applicants; how many such licences had been 
issued; and what proportion of the housing 
allocation they represented in the case of 
each corporation concerned. 

Mr. Marp.Les, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said that 72 licences had so 
far been issued or approved for issue by 
local authorities on the recommendation of 
the Development Corporations in England 
and Wales. These figures represented a 
very small proportion of the Corporations’ 
total housing programme.

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A NEW TREATMENT FOR WALLS INFECTED 
F WITH DRY ROT

4 Re best protection against fungal 

attack of timber in buildings lies in 
keeping it dry by good design and by 
adequate maintenance. Dry timber is a 
durable material; timber that is con- 
tinually damp will sooner or later decay 
owing to attack by one or other of the 
wood-destroying fungi. 

The virulent true dry rot fungus, 
Merulius lacrymans, is responsible for 
most of the decay of timber in buildings. 
Once this fungus is established in a 
building it can spread over the surface or 
through cracks in building materials, 
whether these provide food for it or not, 
and establish itself in drier timber some 
distance from the original outbreak. 
Elaborate methods are necessary for its 
eradication on account of these Habits of 
growth. The problem is the more serious 
because war-time neglect or tardily- 
repaired war damage has allowed dry rot 
to become well-established in many 
buildings. 

Existing methods of dry rot eradication 
in modern buildings. have been fully 
surveyed elsewhere. Successful treatment 
of dry rot depends mainly on restoring 
dry conditions and removing or killing all 
fungus present. Steps must be taken to 
prevent the entry of the moisture that 
permits the attack. All attacked timber 
and some 12 in. of adjoining sound timber 
must be removed and replaced either by 
materials such as steel or concrete, which 
are not affected by the fungus, or by timber 
which has been protected by thorough 
treatment with a wood preservative. 
Customary practice seeks to destroy any 
fungus that remains in brickwork and 
masonry by heating the wall with a blow- 
lamp and then applying a fungicide (e.g., 
magnesium silicofluoride in a concentra- 
tion of 8 oz. per gallon). 


DEEP-SEATED INFECTION 


The problem of control of deep-seated 
infection in massive walls is difficult, 
particularly if bond timbers are present 
within the wall. Such walls would in 
any case take a long time to dry out 
completely, and often in the absence of a 
damp-proof course, there is a continuing 
entry of soil moisture. For such walls, an 
irrigation method is used, in which efforts 
are made to impregnate the whole wall 
with fungicidal solution by pouring it 
into cavities cut for the purpose. On 
occasion attempts are also made to seal 
infected surfaces with cement renderings 
or with hard plaster. 

These measures, taken together, are 
usually successful, though each may be 
deficient in one respect or another. 
Neither surface-antiseptic nor any simple 
form of heat treatment can reach the 
tungus beyond a limited depth, whereas 
brickwork and masonry can be permeated 
with strands of the fungus and cavity walls 
have been known to become completely 
filled. Irrigation of a wall with a fungici- 
dal solution is a laborious operation, and 





it is difficult to ensure that the fluid 
reaches all the infection. Introduction 
of large amounts of fungicide in solution 
may cause subsequent efflorescence on 
walls and make redecoration difficult 
or impossible. Cement renderings and 
hard plasters may develop cracks through 
which the fungus may penetrate. Hence 
a slight risk of further outbreak some- 
times remains, however carefully the work 
of eradication is carried out. 

For that reason, a joint investigation has 
been carried out by the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory and the Building 
Research Station to examine the possi- 
bilities of providing an effective fungicidal 
barrier to prevent the spread of any of the 
fungus that may escape destruction. 
Promising results have been obtained in 
laboratory tests and small-scale trials. 
These are described below, together with 
recommendations and directions for appli- 
cation under practical conditions. 


MATERIALS TESTED 


Various materials and combinations of 
materials were considered and exploratory 
tests led to the selection of the following 
for trial : 

Portland cement mortar with the 
addition of cuprous oxide. 

Magnesium oxychloride cement in- 
corporating finely divided copper (Hub- 
belite). 

Magnesium oxychloride cement in- 
corporating cuprous oxide. 

Zinc oxychloride cement, using re- 
tarders to control the set. 

The fungicidal properties of prepared 
mixes of the materials listed above were 
examined by submitting them to one or 
more of the following tests : 


1. The material under test was applied 
to all but one face of Sitka spruce blocks 
that had been allowed to become thor- 
oughly infected with the dry rot fungus. 
Control blocks were similarly treated 
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with cement mortar. After standing in 
the laboratory for two days to allow the 
materials to set, the blocks were stored 
under damp conditions for a month or 
two while the extent to which the fungus 
grew out of the treated and control blocks 
was compared. This method was found 
to be unsuitable for some of the materials, 
because they failed to set on the decayed 
wood. 

2. A block of wood, brick or concrete 
treated with the fungicidal material was 
placed on a glass rest immediately over 
the surface of a culture of the dry rot 
fungus and kept there at a temperature 
and humidity favourable for the growth 
of the fungus. Under these conditions 
the culture flourished in the presence of 
control samples but was killed where 
blocks treated with an effective fungicide 
were introduced. 

3. In order to simulate practical condi- 
tions, small walls of Fletton brick were 
built in a damp cellar a few inches from a 
concrete background and the respective 
treatments were applied to the bricks in the 
form of paint or plaster. When the treat- 
ment had set, the bricks were moved 
slightly to provide gaps through which 
fungus might grow ; the space behind the 
wall was then filled with damp wood on 
which dry rot fungus was growing 
vigorously. 

Other tests were carried out to see if 
the fungicidal material possessed satis- 
factory workability and durability. 


OBSERVATIONS AND 
CONCLUSIONS 


When applied to the decayed wood of 
the test blocks used in method 1, all but 
one of the materials (viz., magnesium 
oxychloride/copper) failed to set. This is 
ascribed to the acidity of the decayed wood 
and is of no practical significance, because 
the treatment is not intended for appli- 
cation to wood, sound or otherwise, but 
only to brick or stonework or to cement 
products, through or over which any 
residual fungus might spread. 

Those materials which were tested by 
other methods set satisfactorily ; setting 
was also satisfactory in application trials 
on various brick walls and on cement 
rendering.

The two blocks on the left are treated with Portland cement mortar ;

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The results of the tests on the fungicidal 
properties are set out in the accompanying 
table at foot of page. 

The ineffectiveness of the Portland 
cement /cuprous oxide mix when tested by 
method 1 gave no encouragement to 
proceed with further trials. Had the 
mixture given more promise, it would have 
been preferred, because it uses the cheapest 
and best known of the basic materials. 
Potential difficulties in securing supplies 
of the grade of copper required and its 
expense weigh against any immediate 
attempt to develop the magnesium oxy- 
chloride/copper mixture, and this, too, was 
abandoned. Of the remaining two, zinc 
oxychloride alone gave promising results 
in all the tests. Fig. 1 illustrates its 
efficacy when tested by method 1 and 
Fig. 2 its efficacy in method 3 where, in 
spite of open joints, it has prevented the 
spread of the dry rot fungus under damp 
conditions highly favourable to its growth. 
There was no flaking from the bricks in 
this test. When similar paint coatings 
were applied under shelter to the north 
side of a 44-in. Fletton brick wall which 
was fully exposed to the weather on the 
south side, there was some flaking of the 
coating in a few places, where efflorescent 
salts appeared. Coatings applied in 
similar circumstances to Ibstock bricks 
and to London stocks were unaffected. 
Coatings occasionally exposed to heavy 
condensation on the concrete walls of a 
damp cellar showed little change after 
two years. On the whole, therefore, the 
durability can be considered adequate 
for the purpose in view. 

In the light of the trials that have been 
made, zinc oxychloride mixtures used in 
the manner described promised to be 
effective for the control of deep-seated 
infection by Merulius lacrymans in massive 
walls and are likely to be particularly 
useful in cases where the source of damp 
cannot be effectively dealt with or where 
the removal of bond timbers is virtually 
impossible. They may be expected to 
prevent outgrowth of the fungus from an 
infected wall, even if+small cracks develop 
through settlement or other causes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The final proof of the efficacy of the 
treatment can only be obtained by full- 
scale trials under practical conditions. 
These will be carried out as opportunity 
offers. Meanwhile the preceding account 
of the laboratory experiments and the 
following notes on materials and procedure 
are published in the hope that others, 
faced with the task of combating serious 
outbreaks of dry rot, may care to make use 
of zinc oxychloride compositions in place 
of the customary treatments with a 
fungicidal solution. For the present, it is 
recommended that normal sterilisation of 
the brickwork with a blowlamp should 
not be dispensed with. 

The cost will depend to some extent on 
the character of the surface to be treated, 
and also of course on future trends in the 
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price of labour and 
materials. In small scale 
trials on brickwork, the 
material cost of the paint 
was is. to 1s. 6d. per 
sq. yd., and of the plaster 
between 2s. per sq. yd. 
for very thin skim coats 
and 13s. for substantial 
layers about 4 in. thick. 


PREPARATION OF 
MATERIALS 


When zinc oxide is 
gauged with an appro- 
priate quantity of a 
solution of zinc chloride, 
the mixture sets almost 
instantaneously. Hence, 
the set must be controll- 
ed to give a suitable 
working time or “pot 
life.”’ There are various 
ways of doing this. In 
the present experiments, 
boric acid -and ammon- 
ium chloride were chosen as retarders be- 
cause zinc oxychloride mortars prepared 
in this way are known to have been durable 
when used for the repair of stonework. The 
proportions given below represent those 
used for the experimental work that has 
been described and will indicate the 
approximate compositions to give a “ pot 
life’ of at least an hour. Because all 
supplies of zinc oxide are not precisely 
similar, suitable adjustment in the pro- 
portion of the retarders may need to be 
made by trial on each new batch. Con- 
siderably smaller proportions of retarders 
will often control the set effectively when 
tested on the bench, but such mixes, being 
highly sensitive to variations in the operat- 
ing conditions and to small errors in 
proportioning are likely to prove erratic 
in use and are not recommended.

delivered ready for mixing on site, with 
precise instructions and a statement of the 
approximate “ pot life’? when mixed in 
accordance with those instructions. The 
mixes should be prepared in a galvanised 
vessel in suitable quantities as required 
and should be handled in much the same 
way as gypsum plaster or cement paint. 
The quantity of gauging solution is not 
highly critical and can be varied to give a 
working consistency suited to the con- 
ditions of use. 

The zinc chloride is mildly corrosive 
and it is advisable to grease the hands or 
use a barrier cream. Solution accidentally 
splashed into the eyes should be washed 
out immediately with clean water. 

The required materials, other than those 
customarily used in the building industry, 
can be obtained in commercial grades 
from chemical or laboratory suppliers, 
the names of whom can be found in any 
classified trade directory. Zinc oxide 
should be of the quality normally supplied 
for paint manufacture and the zinc 
chloride should be purchased in the form 
of the fused product. 


APPLICATION 


The zinc oxychloride treatments 
described are intended to be employed 
in place of the usual treatment with a 
fungicidal solution. The new treatments 
are not intended to dispense with any of 
the other remedial measures normally 
adopted for combating dry rot. 

In preparing the ground, any gypsum 
plaster should be removed, since it may 
have become unsound in the moist 
conditions prevailing and may harbour 
fungus ; further, it impairs the set of the 
zinc oxychloride mixes. The surface to 
which zinc oxychloride plaster is to be 
applied should, if necessary, be hacked 
to provide a key. Any efflorescence or 
loose dust should be removed with a dry 
brush. 

All exposed iron and steel should be 
given two coats of bituminous paint, after 
cleaning down to bright metal. If it is 
intended to apply zinc oxychloride paint 
or plaster over this, the second coat while 
still tacky should be blinded with clean 
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sharp sand. The aim is to reduce the risk 
of crazing of the oxychloride paint, but 
even with this precaution, crazing may 
not be entirely avoided. 


The setting of zinc oxychloride is 
delayed at low temperatures. The work 
should be deferred if temperatures are 
likely to fall below 45 deg. F. 


The surface to be treated should be 
reasonably dry. Suction can be controlled 
by wetting down with the gauging solu- 
tion. No more of the paint or plaster 
should be mixed than can be used within 
an hour or so, and the mix must not be let 
down with more solution after it has 
begun to thicken. 


Two coats of paint at 24-hour intervals 
or one thin coat of plaster are recom- 
mended. 


If the treated surface can be brought to 
a suitably dry condition, it can be 
decorated with distemper or oil paint in 
the normal way or, if an adequate key is 
provided, it may be finished with a calcium 
sulphate plaster.

LIGHTING OF OFFICE 
BUILDINGS 


A D.S.LR. Report 


: THE Lighting of Office Buildings,” No. 
30 in the Ministry of Works Post- 
War Building Studies (Stationery Office, 
price 3s. 6d.), is a report by the Lighting 
Committee of the Building Research Board, 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, on the daylighting and artificial 
lighting of offices. It follows an earlier 
report by the same Committee (Post-War 
Building Studies, No. 12), which dealt with 
the general principles of lighting and their 
application to dwellings and schools. 


The report recommends: (1) For natural 
lighting. A sky factor of 1 per cent. at a 
point not less than 12 ft. inwards from 
the outer face of the wall, with a minimum 
sky factor of 5 per cent. for drawing offices. 
A method of determining standards is 
described. (2) For artificial lighting. Values 
of the order of 20 lumens per sq. ft. for 
book-keeping, typing, computing machine 
work, filing and general office work; for 
drawing offices, 30-50 Im/sq. ft.; for private 
offices, 15 Im/sq. ft.; for inquiry and recep- 
tion rooms, crush and entrance halls, 
6 Im/sq. ft. It is noted, however, that 
persons over forty may require higher values 
because, “especially from the fourth decade 
onwards, the illumination level necessary to 
facilitate close work rises progressively.” 


Results of a social survey of representa- 
tive offices throughout the kingdom, pub- 
lished as an appendix to the report, show 
that one in five staff work in inadequate 
daylight. Furthermore, about 7 per cent. 
of office staff work in rooms without win- 
dows, and of the remainder more than 20 
per cent. receive no direct light from the 
sky on their work. . 


Architects’ Opinions 

According to evidence given by architects, 
Surveyors and certain accommodation 
authorities (including Ministry of Works), 
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good natural lighting is one of the factors 
in deciding rental value. The importance 
attached to good daylighting is increasing 
among agents and property owners. The 
tendency is to charge highest rent for top 
floors, which are let first. 


Architects said the London Building Act 
tends to cramp design by restricting the 
percentage of window area. In view of the 
development of modern fire-resisting struc- 
tures they felt that the statutory limitation 
is carried too far, and that a general relaxa- 
tion is desirable. Reasonable storey heights 
in London were considered by witnesses to 
be: 14-15 ft. for ground floor, 12-13 ft. for 
first and second floors, and 11 ft. from floor 
to floor above these. Staff associations 
expressed a general preference for sunlight, 
except in drawing offices, with sun blinds 
for southern aspect. They strongly disliked 


working wholly under artificial light, but 
where this was unavoidable there was a 
general preference for fluorescent light. 


After tracing briefly the history of office 
building in London from mid-Victorian 
times, the report considers urban planning 
in relation to daylighting, in particular 
“open planning” as an alternative to “ cor- 
ridor street” methods of urban develop- 
ment. If reasonable windows are used in 
office building and sites are of adequate 
size, says the report, the requisite standard 
of daylight can be obtained without pre- 
judice to reasonable densities of develop- 
ment. 


Artificial Lighting 

In a chapter on artificial lighting, which 
will be of particular interest to lighting 
engineers, account is taken of “ discomfort 
glare” and “disability glare” due to 
extreme contrasts between the visual task 
and the surroundings. Recommendations are 
made for easing the strain on office workers. 
These include avoidance of sharp local 
changes in brightness, such as from a dark 
desk-top, or very dark wall colours; the posi- 
tioning of lighting units for the better 
distribution of downwards and sideways 
lighting; and the use of light furniture and 
skilful decoration. ; 


In an appendix, various visual tasks are 
analysed, using the size of detail and con- 
trasts with the immediate background as 
comparative measures. Tasks so analysed 
include alphabetical characters and numerals 
in typewriting, income-tax and logarithm 
tables, Stock Exchange lists, newspaper 
advertisements, the thick and thin strokes 
in shorthand, and pencil-line intersections in 
drawing-office work. Wiring and supply 
pipe installations are briefly discussed. The 
authors prefer a complete instailation for 
lighting a whole floor instead of leaving 
tenants to install wiring to their own require- 
ments from a rising conductor. 


Fluorescent lighting is discussed in an 
appendix, and another appendix describes 
colour schemes and improved furniture and 
equipment in “ demonstration offices” for 
the Civil Service at Ebury Bridge House, 
London, installed by the Ministry of 
Works. Results of an investigation of the 
improved daylight and reflection factors 
thus obtained are given in tables and dia- 
grams. Photographs show differences be- 
tween old and new lighting, loss of contrast 
or reduction of visibility due to unsatisfac- 
tory backgrounds, and examples of office 
architecture exemplifying development of 
fenestration. 


DRY-ROT 


“Alarming Increase” Reported 


MPHE alarming increase in dry-rot in this 

country since the war, the ravages of 
the death-watch beetle and the common 
furniture beetle and the enormous wastage 
of good timber, were among the problems 
discussed by experts from many parts of the 
world at the second annual convention of 
the British Wood Preserving Association 
which opened in Queen’s College, Cam- 
bridge, on Tuesday. 


Mr. KENNETH J. Linpy, F.R.I.B.A., of 
London, in a paper on the need for timber 
preservation in present-day building, said 
the increase in dry-rot since 1939 was pheno- 
menal. In financial terms it had been esti- 
mated that dry-rot alone cost this country 
about £1m. per annum in the years immedi- 
ately before the war, against £20m. to-day. 
Even accepting the rise in costs of repair 
and the value of irreparable buildings over 
that period, the increased incidence of the 
disease was very alarming. 


There seemed little doubt that conditions 
brought about by the war were responsible 
for this increase of infection and infesta- 
tion. Every architect who had handled war 
damage repair work would be familiar with 
the dry-rot which was so often associated 
with it. All tco often the rot could be 
traced to ineffectual first-aid repairs. 


The vastly-increased incidence of dry-rot 
throughout the country was serious in itself 
—as also were the cases of beetle infestation 
—but what was still more serious was that 
every case was as dangerous a source of 
infection to existing and new buildings as a 
field infested with foot-and-mouth disease 
was to neighbouring herds. 


The estimated loss to the country of £20m. 
a year was supported by the fact that one 
property-owning company in London alone 
had spent £30,000 a year on dry-rot elimina- 
tion for the past five years and had not 
reached the end of the story yet. 


Mr. Lindy added that while wood 
preservation was an established practice 
in railway and dock’ engineering, it 
was by no means in common use in the 
general building trade. This was partly due 
to failure to realise the benefits and partly 
due to the fear of increasing costs. 


The addition of £60 to, say, a council 
house was a material expenditure, which 
called for a very lively appreciation of the 
risks of disease to justify. 


Wastage of Tropical Timber 


Mr. T. J. Price (London) declared in his 
paper that the wastage of good timber was 
enormous. “Actual figures are impossible 
to obtain,” he said, “ but to anyone familiar 
with timber production in the tropics it is 
obvious that the overall picture is appalling. 
A forest officer of the Gold Coast estimated 
that about one-fortieth of the timber felled 
in the colony was shipped as exportable logs 
or lumber.” 


Dr. R. C. FisHER, B.Sc. (Forest Products 
Research Laboratory, Princes Risborough), 
in a paper on timber insects, said the 
death-watch beetle was the well-known 
cause of serious damage in _ buildings 
containing old oak structural timbers, 
but there was no reason why the 
death-watch beetle should ever cause damage 
in buildings erected at the present day pro- 
vided simple precautions were taken. 
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LIMITED PLANNING 
PERMISSION 


Successful Appeal Against Corporation 
of London 


SUCCESSFUL appeal against the 

limited town planning consent granted 
by the Corporation of London for the 
rebuilding of a portion of a war-damaged 
property at 25, Aldersgate-street, E.C.1, has 
been made to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government by the owners of the 
head leasehold interest in the property, 
Messrs. Cousins Properties, Ltd. The appeal 
was brought because of the effect of a 
limited planning permission on the com- 
pensation payable in the event of a com- 
pulsory purchase of the site. 

During the war the rear portion of No. 25, 
Aldersgate-street, was virtually destroyed by 
enemy action and was the subject of a war 
damage cost-of-works claim. On June 16, 
1947, town planning consent was granted 
by the Corporation of London for the recon- 
struction of the rear building for a limited 
period only, namely, to March 31, 1963. 
At that time the appellants were not con- 
scious of the effect which this limitation 
would have had on the value of their 
interest, especially in the event of a com- 
pulsory purchase. 

A building licence was. subsequently 
obtained, and a two-storey building was 
erected in 1949, under the cost-of-works 
claim, at a total cost of about £5,000. 

During 1951 the appellants were advised 
that the limitation contained in the town 
planning permission would probably have a 
substantial effect on the figure of compensa- 
tion which they would receive in the event 
of a compulsory purchase. The time for 
appeal against the 1947 consent having long 
expired, the matter was reopened by means 
of a fresh application, submitted to the 
Corporation of London on October 3, 1951, 
in which permission was sought for the 
retention Of the building for an unlimited 
period. 

On November 7, 1951, the Corporation 
refused, and gave as their reason for such 
refusal the fact that the site was included 
in an area known as Redevelopment Unit 
No. 2, part of the land covered by the City 
of London Declaratory Order, 1948, which 
the Corporation considered should be the 
subject of a compulsory purchase order in 
order to secure the satisfactory redevelop- 
ment of the area of extensive war damage 
to the east of Aldersgate-street. 

The appellants appealed to the Minister 
under Section 16 of the 1947 Act, and indi- 
cated that the appeal was based upon their 
apprehensions in regard to the compensa- 
tion which would be payable in the event 
of a compulsory purchase and suggesting 
that if the Minister was able to state that 
their apprehensions were ill-founded the 
appeal would not be proceeded with. 

The Minister, however, expressed the view 
that the matter should be dealt with by 
way of a local inquiry, and he accordingly 
appointed Mr. S. J. Docking, M.A., B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A., Inspector, to hold a local inquiry 
at Guildhall, London, on April 8, last, at 
which evidence for the appellants was given 
by Mr. J. W. Hughes, B.Sc., F.R.LCS., 
F.A.L., of Messrs. Jones Lang, Wootton and 
Sons, and by Mr. M. A. Amias, secretary 
of the appellant company. Evidence on 
behaif of the Corporation of London was 
given by the City Planning Officer. 

The Minister’s decision is in the following 
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terms: The Minister, who has - carefully 
considered the representations made at the 
inquiry, has already expressed the opinion 
that any form of temporary permission will 
usually be inappropriate when dealing with 
the repair of war damage, and that in such 
cases the Council should decide whether or 
not the rehabilitation of the property on 
a permanent basis is compatible with their 
plans for the redevelopment of the area, 
having regard to the probable date of such 
redevelopment, and should either grant an 
unconditional permission or give an outright 
refusal, as the case may require. 

In this case the work has been carried 
out, and the application is directed solely 
to the removal of the time limit. In these 
circumstances the Minister has no option 
but to allow the appeal and, accordingly, 
he hereby grants. permission for the reten- 
tion for an unlimited period of the develop- 
ment for which permission was granted by 
the Corporation for a limited period, on 
June 16, 1947. 


HEATING OF LARGE 
BUILDINGS 


Electrode Boilers and Floor Warming 


. THERE is a legitimate field for electrical 

means of space heating, even where 
large premises are concerned,” said Mr. 
R. Y. SANDERS, deputy commercial manager 
and chairman of the Utilisation Research 
Committee, British Electricity Authority, 
when he read a paper on “The cooking, 
water heating and comfort heating loads of 
an integrated electricity supply system,” at 
the Fourth British Electrical Power Conven- 
tion at Bournemouth, on June 16. 

Mr, Sanders said that, in his opinion, the 
probable large-scale use of direct-acting 
heating appliances such as electric fires and 
tubular heaters in shops, offices and factory 
premises was due, in no small measure, to 
the inadequacy and inefficiency of the con- 
ventional central heating systems installed 
in existing buildings. 

It would probably be agreed that in the 
normal commercial and industrial cases there 
was less scope for the direct use of elec- 
tricity to provide comfort heating than there 
was in the domestic field. Many industrial 
buildings, particularly those in the aircraft 
industry, to take only one example, were so 
large that it was quite uneconomic to pro- 
vide for the comfort of workers by the con- 
ventional means of raising air temperatures. 
Purely localised sources of heat, such as a 
radiant reflector or fan-assisted air heater, 
were then the only solution. 

There was, to-day, an estimated total of 
over 300,000 kW of electrode boiler equip- 
ment installed in this country. The decision 
to use electrode boiler equipment was 
frequently dependent on considerations other 
than thermal efficiency. Those included :— 

(a) Saving in manpower arising from the 
automatic operation of the electrode boiler 
system, which entailed no stoking, cleaning, 
ash removal, etc., and effected indirect 
savings in manpower by reason of its clean- 
liness. 

(b) Saving in building materials and labour 
and release of useful space for productive 
work by the elimination of boiler house, 
chimney and fuel storage space, and the re- 
duction in steelwork and piping, obtainable 
with the electrode type as compared with 
solid fuel firing. 

(c) Savings practicable by operating the 
boilers only during off-peak hours. This 
was a particularly valuable feature from the 
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supply industry point of view, and was 
obtainable either by operating under time- 
switch control which relegated the load to 
certain definite hours during which system 
peak loads were unlikely, or by means of 
an automatic control which regulated the 
electricity input to the boiler so that an in- 
crease or decrease in the demand for motive 
power caused a compensating decrease or 
increase in the demand on the boiler. 

A further type of electrical heating which 
had attracted much recent attention was by 
means of embedded elements’ which 
utilised the floor structure itself as storage, 
and thus permitted the load.to be discon- 
nected during the peak load periods without 
discomfort to the occupants. The idea was 
not, of course, new, for there had been many 
experiments over the years with ceiling, wall 
panel and floor heating systems, but it was 
only comparatively recently that the particu- 
lar advantages of the method in certain 
types of large buildings, which were more or 
less continuously occupied, had attracted 
favourable notice in the architectural world. 

At first sight, it would seem that the legiti- 
mate scope for such methods was not large. 
Actual experience had, however, shown that 
in suitable cases there. was not only a direct 
saving in coal consumption by the use of the 
electrical floor-warming equipment, -but with 
the supply taken at off-peak periods which 
were reasonable from the supply industry 
point of view, there was a conclusive advant- 
age to the consumer. 


Electricity for Domestic Users 

Critics of the use of electricity for 
domestic cooking, water heating and space 
heating were told by Mr. Sanders that with- 
out the revenue from these loads industrial 
power costs would increase materially; there 
would be under-employment of the capital 
invested in the industry; it would be quite 
uneconomic to give a supply to some new 
housing estates, and much of the rural 
electrification now taking place would be 
impracticable. 

Referring to other 
methods, he said: 

“Extravagant claims have been made in 
recent years as to the efficiency which would 
be obtained by certain types of solid-fuel 
burning appliances intended for the domestic 
market. Not only is the claimed test 
efficiency extremely unlikely in practical 
conditions of use by large numbers of 
domestic consumers, but the high efficiency 
can only be obtained by the usesof the par- 
ticular smokeless fuels for which such appli- 
ances were specifically designed, and these 
fuels are neither now available nor likely 
to be available im sufficient quantity to 
enable the appliances to be _ generally 
adopted. 

““ Moreover, our national resources of coal 
are not uniform in quality. The resources 
of good quality coking coal, for example, are 
relatively much smaller than other qualities, 
and the gas industry is having to experiment 
with the blending of coals in the endeavour, 
which cannot yet be said to have reached 
commercial success, to find an acceptable 
substitute. In contrast to this, the quantity 
of poor quality fines and slacks, which are 
the fuels particularly used by the electricity 
industry, is likely to rise as time goes on, 
by reason of increasing mime mechanisa- 
tion.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Sanders said, “ There 
is every reason why each individual should 
continue to be given the utmost practicable 
freedom to choose the fuel and the fuel- 
using appliances best suited to his particu- 
lar needs.” :

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PROPERTY MAINTENANCE 


The Architects Part in Avoiding Costly Repairs 
By A. W. LEWIS 


(THE question of maintaining property 

does not seem to hold so prominent a 
place in the minds of designers and builders 
in general as it should. The ease with which 
access can be gained to fittings, connections, 
services, wastes, etc., when faults or defects 
develop, is a matter frequently overlooked, 
as will be shown later in reference to actual 
occurrences within recent years which, in 
many instances, could have been avoided or 
prevented, and reduced the maintenance 
costs to the owner of the property concerned. 


At the present time many owners are feel- 
ing the effect of certain economies indulged 
in at the time of construction when the over- 
ruling consideration was for the “ assessed 
rent-roll ” and not the building cost. 


This article is intended as a plea for more 
careful initial planning of buildings and for 
a more determined attempt to make provision 
for subsequent maintenance. Although it 
will be evident that the particular experi- 
ences mentioned are confined to blocks of 
residential flats, much can be interpreted as 
relating also, but to a different degree, to 
industrial’ or house construction. 


Foundations, Damp-Courses and Air Vents 


These parts of the building should not 
figure in maintenance work, and it 1s not 
proposed to deal with constructional details 
of foundations, although considerable cost 
to the owner and annoyance or disturbance 
of tenants can arise in consequence of 
abnormal weather conditions, such as were 
experienced in London and other areas 
following the shrinkage of clay during 1949 
when a number of weaknesses in design 
were revealed. 


The particular maintenance aspect arising 
from this subject is the necessity for full 
consideration being given to buildings erec- 
ted on “made-up” ground, particularly 
when construction takes place on ground 
with a natural slope which is adapted to 
the horizontal lines of a building. How 
many soil tests were made in the period 
between the two wars? 


Damp-coursing and under-floor ventilation 
present problems which increase as the years 
pass, and a common cause of dampness is 
the desire to improve the appearance of a 
building by the provision of flower beds and 
lawns, the former being almost certainly 
carried up to the main walls of a building. 
Often, gardeners, although craftsmen in their 
own profession, have little concern for such 
things as damp-courses or air vents, and, 
in consequence, earth becomes banked up 
above the damp-course and air vents or, 
where the air vents are protected by brick 
or concrete curbs, the areas within the curbs 
become choked with leaves, twigs and stones, 
and so reduce or prevent the free circulation 
of air, the cheapest and most effective deter- 
rent to the various ills arising from insuffi- 
cient ventilation. 

Poor design of such kerbed areas adjacent 
to air vents can also lead to -considerabie 
damage and expense. One property, although 
otherwise of good design and construction, 
suffered from this oversight. It was con- 
structed about 15 years ago and was of 
brick taken up direct from a concrete raft 
without the orthodox footings. Metal 
gratings each 9 in. by 3 in. were set at 
intervals immediately on the top and outer 


surface of the raft, and by this means air 
was intended to circulate in the space created 
below the floorboards by 2 in. by 2 in. joists 
secured by clips set in the concrete. As the 
vents were fixed opposite each third “cell ” 
created by the joists, it will be appreciated 
that their practical use was. greatly limited, 
but that was not aH. Kerbs were built around 
the vents enclosing an area approximately 
12 in. by 12 in. against the outer walls 
which in effect formed extensions of the 
raft, being on the same level as the upper 
surface. On the exposed elevations of the 
buildings rain naturally ran down the face 
of the brickwork, and an appreciable quan- 
tity entered the enclosed ventilation spaces, 
and found its level by running through the 
air vents and under the flooring. Further- 
more, the grounds at the rear naturally 
sloped upwards and away from the build- 
ing to approximately 5 ft. above the level 
of the ground floor. Cultivation or turfing 
gradually brought the garden level with the 
tops of the kerbs. In consequence, heavy 
rain ran towards the building and a con- 
siderable proportion flowed over the kerbs, 
through the air vents and so under the floors, 
which were of 2} in. t. and g. hardwood 
strips. The expense of remedying the con- 
sequent trouble was heavy. 

The defect was dealt with by excavating 
the earth away from the building to a level 
below the air vents, banking the earth 
behind a dwarf wall, and along the walls 
affected laying a path of clean shingle, 
drained by field drains laid to take advan- 
tage of the natural fall of the site. How 
much simpler it would have been to extend 
the original excavation to allow air space 
around the walls! 

When allowing for the dispersal of surface 
water, careful consideration should also be 
given to the dispersal or safe retention of 
water held in the soil (as distinct from sub- 
soil water), and the maxim of the designer 
must always be “ free air wherever possible.” 

Another ventilation problem frequently 
arises from the statutory air vent in kitchens, 
bathrooms or spare bedrooms. This is often 
blocked with board, paper or cloth by the 
occupier of the flat, and absence of ventila- 
tion leads to condensation under certain 
conditions, to the detriment of metal window 
frames and decorations. The addftional 
expense of providing trunking and forced 
ventilation at the time of construction would 
be more than covered by cumulative saving 
in subsequent maintenance costs. 


. 


Boiler Houses 


A course in stoking would appear to be 
a much-needed preliminary for many who 
design buildings. As, however, this would 
not be a practicable proposition, reliance 
must be placed on emphasising the necessity 
for good planning in the boiler house as well 
as in those parts of the building which are 
more generally seen. 

Many boiler houses bear the appearance 
of having been accorded no more than pass- 
ing thought at planning level, and more 
often than not consist of a cubical excava- 
tion or adaptation. One frequently finds 
that little thought has been given to such 
things as (a) the built-up temperature follow- 
ing the constant use of the boilers, (b) the 
dispersal of fumes released during stoking 
operations, (c) the convenient removal of 
clinker and ash, (d) the provision of a water 
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supply for the use of the stoking staff (who, 
in the absence of such supply, have been 
known to draw water from the drain cocks 
of the boilers themselves, a habit to be 
strongly deprecated), and (e) the removal or 
introduction of new boiler sections, cylinders, 
etc. Often it appears that the boiler house 
has been constructed around the entire 
installation with complete disregard for 
future needs. One result of the lack of 
adequate ventilation in boiler houses is that 
it is likely to create hot floors in the flats 
immediately above, often an expensive fault 
to remedy. 

A reserve in B.T.U. capacity of the boilers, 
after making full allowance for the assessed 
requirements of the building, is an excellent 
safeguard against renewal costs of sections, 
dampers, fire door and fire bars, which are 
adversely affected by the forced combustion 
required to maintain temperatures on an 
inadequate system, a practice, moreover, 
which inevitably leads to increased scale 
deposits in the waterways. 

A surprisingly frequent cause of com- 
plaint arises from vibration of pumps or 
motors travelling through a  steel-framed 
building. The vagaries of this particular 
complaint may mean considerable loss of 
time in tracing the cause, but a simple way 
is to memorise the rhythm of moving parts 
of the installation and match it with the 
vibration of which complaint is made. The 
remedy is to break any  metal-to-metal 
sequences, as, for example, by insulating 
bolt-heads securing the pump or motor to 
the bed, or inserting a flexible connection on 
the pipe line or lines, using armoured hose 
of ample strength to resist the pressure 
caused by head of water or forced circulation. 


Failure of Structure 


In order to understand and trace the 
origin of such failures it is as well to bear 
in mind the forces involved in the expan- 
sion and contraction of materials, soils, etc. 

Brief reference may be made to two in- 
stances of clay shrinkage which made 
remedial measures expensive items. The 
first relates to a small block of flats built 
at the side of an arterial road which, in the 
particular section concerned, ran parallel 
with a small river. During the laying of the 
road the natural slope of the ground as it 
fell to the river was cut away at the higher 
level and dumped on the lower level, making 
a wide stretch of level surface but with a 
considerable area of made-up ground 
between the road and the river, retained at 
one point by a fence of old railway sleepers. 
In later years the flats were built on this 
ground and full attention was given to ex- 
cavation down to virgin ground as far as 
the main building was concerned, but the 
soil and surface water drains were laid in 
the made-up ground. In 1948-49, the made- 
up ground retained by the sleeper fence 
began to move away from the corner of 
the building, taking the drainage system 
with it. In addition, the tarmacadam path 
broke up and became a danger to trades- 
men. The work necessitated by this move- 
ment entailed excavation down to virgin 
ground, removal of the retaining fence and 
replacement of the whole with a reinforced 
concrete base tied to the new underpinning 
of the main building and extended as a 
retaining wall in place of the sleepers. Con- 
crete columns were then formed to carry 
the inspection chambers, etc., and in due 
course the excavated material was returned 
and consolidated and the drains relaid on 
concrete. 


The second example concerned a property 
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in which an unusual method of construc- 
tion had been adopted. The framework was 
of reinforced concrete columns rising from 
square bases laid in clay and tied with 
beams. The ground floor walls, built with 
cavities, were carried up from separate strip 
foundations but were not load-bearing. The 
first floor was cast in situ, thus tying the 
columns, the side walls being carried on a 
cantilever extension of the floor extended 
some three feet from the nearest columns 
so that there were no actual vertical corner 
supports. The columns and floors were 
continued up through the whole building in 
the same style. The cavity walls continued 
as filling panels, the elevations showing the 
concrete bands formed by the floors at all 
levels. 


Drying of the clay subsoil caused settle- 
ment of the bases with subsequent movement 
of the columns. This had the effect of 
bringing a load on to the cavity walls, 
which soon showed signs of a crushing 
movement, being laid in lime mortar. Ex- 
tensive underpinning of the weakened bases 
was necessary. The remedial measures taken 
in each of these cases were costly. 


Sites including foundations or sections of 
old buildings should be given very careful 
consideration before new buildings are 
erected. On one occasion an _ extensive 
area of lawn covering a number of drainage 
lines with inspection chambers, gullies, etc., 
subsided, breaking sections of the drains in 
the process. Excavation revealed that the 
lawn covered the site of basement domestic 
quarters of the old house which originally 
occupied the site, and that approximately 
four to five feet of the height of the 
original walls had been left. Bricks, stones, 
and other débris had been used to fill in the 
basement, and drains were then laid over 
the area. Investigation showed that some 
large timbers, possibly joists or rafters, had 
been thrown into the old basement and 
these had supported the rubble which 
formed an irregular dome or crust. The 
wood rotted, and after heavy rain, follow- 
ing a prolonged dry spell, this crust collapsed 
and started a miniature landslide. Much 
labour was necessary to make the rubble 
as solid as possible and to ensure that no 
further damage to drains arose. The new 
lines were laid on concrete reinforced 
against any further possibility of settlement. 


Movement is particularly noticeable in 
flat roofs. In many cases it is evident that, 
although the roofing material used has pro- 
vided a waterproof surface, insufficient 
thought has been given to the insulation 


of the roof against climatic changes and. 


small regard paid to reflection as a means of 
reducing built-up heat in the roof structure. 


Consider a steel-framed building, the roof 
of which contains some of the lightest 
members of the framing because there is 
no superimposed weight to bear, apart from 
the roof structure. Brickwork or concrete 
forms the walls and there is a brick parapet 
of a reduced thickness, capped with natural 
or artificial stone. The roof structure could 
be formed of various materials, including 
concrete, hollow blocks strengthened with 
reinforcement, and bound and covered with 
cement and sand, etc. There may be a 
layer of insulating board above this, covered 
again with asphalt. Other finishings are of 
the felt type. The roof is penetrated by 
various projections such as chimney stacks, 
gas flues, vent pipes, soil stacks and expan- 
sion pipes. Consider now the expansion 
rates of the various materials and the sub- 
sequent contraction under reducing tem- 
peratures. One can appreciate the move- 
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ment which takes place and how, in due 
course, the weak spots become strained and 
defects occur in the surface. 


On the interior the movement is reflected 
in the ceiling surfaces at the wall junctions. 


Parapet Walls 

Parapet walls, as apart from being a 
feature of the building, are potential collec- 
tors of rainwater and unless carefully con- 
structed can cause considerable trouble, 
particularly if the damp-course and skirting 
from roof level to damp-course are of poor 
quality or, as has been known, are non- 
existent. Movements of the structure also 
cause defects which must receive careful 
attention. The stdne capping contains a 
series of joints between the various sections 
and when these open, even to the extent 
of a hair crack, water penetrates to the 
brickwork below and so proceeds downward 
towards the main structure. 


The expansion rate of the parapet differs 
from that of the main walls and there is 
also a tendency for the parapet wall to creep 
over the main wall and cause the 
corners to protrude beyond the main angle, 
This movement can develop into an appre- 
ciable slip. if the parapet should be set on 
a soft damp-course which will also tend to 
squeeze out and present a most untidy 
appearance in addition to being faulty. 
Reinforcement in the brick courses would 
tend to restrain the initial movement of such 
brickwork. 


Complaints of dampness over windows 
are frequently the result of failure to pro- 
vide drips or throating to stone cornices 
or lintels, a simple provision at the time of 
construction but the omission can lead to 
considerable annoyance and expense. 


Dry Rot in Timber 


Everyone concerned with building should 
be conversant with this disease. A full 
appreciation of its ramifications must lead 
to proper precaution being taken to avoid 
the structural defects which can easily lead 
to the development of the fungus growths 
and decay of timber. The following 
examples refer to cases in which defects 
have led to a development of the disease. 


(a) A rainwater pipe was set in a narrow 
chase in brickwork on the rear. elevation. 
One section was cracked lengthwise close 
against the wall. Water penetrated the 
brickwork and soaked into a basement room 
used as a store. The original floor had been 
covered with wood blocks, there was no 
under-floor ventilation and the fireplace had 
been boarded up. Investigation following 
the collapse of a section of the flooring 
revealed the need for a complete renewal 
of the floor, skirtings and part of the door 
frames after sterilisation of the brickwork 
and site concrete, and the provision of air 
vents. 


(b) This example concerns a semi-base- 
ment flat in one of the older types of build- 
ings. The original air vents which were few 
in number had been blocked up almost com- 
pletely during resurfacing of the paths at 
the front and rear, and faulty levelling of 
the surface allowed rainwater to penetrate 
the vents and so give rise to conditions ripe 
for fungus growths. All floors were covered 
with lino. Unfortunately, the tenant suffered 
from a lack of sense of smell and no com- 
plaints were made until the passage floor 
collapsed. The growths had spread under 
three rooms, the bathroom and w.c., also 
the hall and passage and, furthermore, had 
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penetrated the mortar of the dividing wall 
and again spread under the adjoining flat. 
(c) Near-by bombing shook pointing out 
of some exterior brickwork on an exposed © 
flank wall and rain penetrated into cup- 
boards “built in below the windows. These 
were kept shut with furniture in front of © 
the doors, and nothing was observed until 
search was made for the cause of a smell © 
believed to have been caused by a dead 
mouse,, but found to be fungi growth. 


(d) Rain penetrating brickwork eventually 
affected a wall plate and rot spread from the 
Piate into the floor joists and skirting, up 
the floor frame, behind a panelled dado, and 
also penetrated to the room below where 
the window frame and shuttering were affec- 
ted. Furthermore, the growths penetrated 
into the cellar and there spread over a stack 
of firewood and some baskets. This case 
was in an old building which had been dam- 
aged by blast and had not been occupied. 
for some months. 


Generally speaking the cause of this 
disease is due to:—Absence of ventilation, 
lack of preservative treatment of woodwork 
set in brickwork, untraced defects in water 
or rain pipes causing water to penetrate to 
woodwork, stopped-up air vents, walls or 
roof not weather resistant, rising damp due 
to absence of, or defects in, damp-courses, 
and, in one case at least, to affected wood 
being brought into the house as firewood 
and so introducing spores into the property. 


Metal Frames and Windows 


Corrosion of metal window frames often 
constitutes a serious problem to the property 
owner. After leaving the manufacturers, the 
frames are subjected to considerable abrasion 
and knocks during transit and may be 
stacked under unfavourable conditions. 
Finally, they are built into a new structure 
invariably adjacent to new concrete, cement 
or mortar. The frames are finally painted 
and glazed and immediately become subject 
to climatic conditions which often cause 
heavy condensation inside, apart from rain 
and other atmospheric moisture on the out- 
side. During the last war, maintenance was 
reduced owing to lack of labour and in 
many places frames were affected by blast, 
etc., all in addition to the normal wear and 
tear. Rust set in and there were complaints 
alleging lack of preparation before painting. 


Nevertheless, it is clear that however 
thoroughly the exposed faces of the frames 
are brushed and cleaned, there is still the 
possibility of rust existing behind the glazing 
in the rebate, and a repetition of condensa- 
tion or rain will rapidly create more rust- 
ing which will quickly travel on the face of © 
the metal and break the paint film. 


Failure of Services 


In the complex systems required to supply 
each unit in a large building, particularly 
a block of flats, with the various necessary 
services, it is understandable that faults might 
arise from oversight during construction, but 
carelessness and neglect are unpardonable. 
By the very nature of the building, damage 
can be far more extensive in a multiple block 
than in an individual house, and it is usually 
more difficult to trace the cause. The 
following are some typical examples of poor 
workmanship. 


(a) Stoppages in joint sink wastes arose 
with some frequency, and, as it was impos- 
sible to pass the usual cleaning appliance 
through the wastes, the concrete floor was 
cut up to expose .the lead waste buried in 
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the floor. The trouble was found to be 
restriction caused by barrow wheels passing 
over the lead pipe during the construction 
period and so collapsing the pipe to a very 
reduced bore. 


(b) Lack of heat in a towel rail was 
caused by corrosion in a pipe buried in a 
concrete floor. The blockage was such that 
it was decided to renew the short run of 
pipe involved, but it was found that the pipe 
had been run diagonally across the bath- 
room, passing under the bath and the w.c. 
pan. The pan had to be broken out, and 
the bath disconnected and removed, with 
consequent disturbance to the tiled wall. 


(c) The cold water supply ran in a small 
cuct close behind the domestic hot water 
riser, the whole being screened by the kitchen 
fitment. The cold supply was always warm, 
due to heat radiated from the hot supply 
Ine. Repairs were effected by cutting away 
tie brickwork of the outer wall as the easiest 
method of gaining access without wrecking 
the kitchen. It was found that there were 
at least six inches to spare in the duct, 
but the hot supply had been run tight 
against the cold, presumably to save an extra 
six inches run on each branch. 


(d) Insufficient support to lead piping, 
whether on vertical or lateral runs, is a con- 
stant. source of trouble, particulz ly in ducts 
and other concealed runs where again the 
affected spot is difficult to reach. 


(e) Lightweight fittings on water supplies 
are another cause of trouble, for it is inevit- 
able that each creates a potential weak spot, 
particularly where the lines are buried in 
concrete. There are also instances on record 
of connections being made with only a turn 
or two on the threads. The pipes were 


buried in concrete, but. in due course the 
joint “ wept” and corrosion set in. 


(f) Good work of fitters and plumbers 
is often completely nullified by the concretor 
in the careless laying of screeds. Innumerable 
cases have occurred of valves being half 
buried in cement, making it completely 
impossible to manipulate the valve head and 
necessitating a good deal of cutting away 
before the fitting could be used. 


The ventilation of horizontal ducts is 
invariably overlooked even when the ducts 
pass through gardens or under roads between 
buildings. However well the pipes are pro- 
tected, the heavy condensation arismg under 
such conditions will eventually break down 
the protection and the metal will then 
quickly deteriorate. 


Expansion movements must also be con- 
sidered on pipe lines and the danger of 
making rigid fixings be avoided. In one 
property, the long horizontal runs were well 
above the base of the duct, but at intervals 
were set in solid blocks of concrete some 
12 in. thick and extending the full width 
of the duct. There was no sleeving on the 
pipes and it was not long before corrosion 
took its toll, causing leakages. In addition, 
leakages occurred at broken T pieces where 
pipe lengths were distorted by expansion 
movement taking place between the support- 
ing blocks of concrete. 

The corrosion of pipe lines buried in con- 
crete frequently constitutes a real problem to 
the property owner. Cases have been found 
where the original metal had completely 
disappeared and water passed through the 
original outline in the concrete until it finally 
penetrated to the outer surface and so gave 
evidence of the defect. 

Air vents on heating systems taken from 
the top of a Joop up through the main roof 
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are often the cause of water damage, either 
by the expanded water contained in the 
lower levels of the pipes or by rain water 
penetrating the roof. The pipes are usually 
of small section and the provision of an 
asphalt collar above roof level is essential, 
together with sufficient bracing to overcome 
the “ whip” of the longer vents during high 
winds. Without such bracing the movement 
of the pipe gradually enlarges the orifice in 
the asphalt and so forms a cone - shaped 
catchment for rainwater which eventually 
leads to corrosion just above or within the 
thickness of the roof, and a further repair 
is necessary. 


Access Ducts 


Considerable trouble and expense can be 
caused by insufficient access to mains, 
services and wastes throughout a building. 
Architects sometimes give priority to a neat 
line at the expense of access, although it is 
obvious that defects will arise at some time, 
and easy access would reduce time and 
expense in dealing with them. All metal will 
corrode or deteriorate at a certain stage, and 
when a water supply pipe fails considerable 
damage can be caused in a short space of 
time. A few examples of such damage may 
perhaps usefully be given to emphasise the 
need for forethought on the part of 
architects. 


1. A-cold water supply in lead was carried 
in a duct concealed behind the walls of the 
main tedrooms of flats in the wing affected. 
Branches were taken off at each floor level 
and connected to the various cold supplies. 
The duct was faced with expanded metal 
over which the wall plaster was applied; 
no accesses or outer indication existed. 
Owing to inadequate tacks to support the 
vertical line, the lead pipe sagged, reducing 
the flow in the branches. Finally a joint 
pulled away at the top of the building, caus- 
ing much damage. Cutting away at each 
floor to gain access to the supply led to a 
very heavy bill for “ making good ” to walls 
and decorations after repairs and alterations 
to the pipes. 


2. A gas main ran in a vertical duct 
within three inches of a central heating main. 
The branches of the heating system were 
welded to the main, but after a clear run 
of approximately 12 in. were set solid in 
the concrete floor without any provision for 
expansion and contraction. In time, leak- 
ages occurred at the junctions due to such 
movement, but owing to the close proximity 
of the gas main it was necessary to call in 
the supply company to connect a flexible 
main to points at either end of the duct 
and so by-pass the section adjoining the 
fractured water pipe. The original section 
was then blown clear and in due course it 
was possible for the welders to operate with 
safety on the water pipe. The gas supply 
was reinstated after welding was complete. 
Quite a complicated method of carrying out 
a repair! 

3. Rainwater pipes were not permitted 
on the front elevation of a building where 
balconies at all floor levels formed an archi- 
tectural feature. Rainwater from these 
balconies was piped towards the rear of the 
property within false beams formed with 
plaster on expanded metal round tthe frame 
steclwork. In due course vertical drops 
carried the water to basement level where 
the first cleaning eyes were provided. The 
fall from front to rear was naturally sluggish 
owing to the confined space between floor 
and ceiling at each level, and trouble soon 
arose through the accumulation of dust, pieces 
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of bread, dogs’ hairs, etc., which had washed 
through the gratings on the balconies. To 
clear these pipes it was necessary to cut 
away the respective kitchen floors to instal 
accesses at one end of the flat runs and then 
to cut away and expose the change-of-direc- 
tion joints, in order to provide accesses for 
continuing the cleaning process, followed by 
provision of plates built into frames flush 
with the wall surface for future use. 


4. Another awkward and difficult repair 
was the apparently simple renewal of the 
joint to a union in the hot supply to a bath. 
Unfortunately, the designer had used an 
alcove, formed by the obtrusion of a steel 
member into the space allotted to the bath- 
room, to house the bath, the vulnerable 
end of which was closely surrounded on 
three sides: on two by the walls of the alcove 
and on the third by the return wall enclosing 
approximately 18 in. of the front edge of 
the bath. The front had then been fitted 
with a slate panel, the walls tiled to dado 
height with the tiles overlapping the bath 
edges, and (finishing touch) the floor had 
been laid with a composition flooring laid 
tight against the bath panel to a thickness 
of approximately % in. Gaining access to 
repair the leak caused a minor upheaval. 


5. In another building a well-thought-out 
system of ducting contained soil, R.W-P.s, 
water supplies (h. and c.), and one face 
formed part of the wall of a combined bath- 
room and w.c. An adequate access panel 
set in a rubber strip seal was provided in 
each bathroom, conveniently fixed with brass 
screws each complete with cup washer. 
Unfortunately, the whole effect was lost as 
the w.c.s were fixed in front of these ducts, 
the high level W.W.P.s being secured to the 
walls of the ducts and the flush pipe neatly 
centred down the length of the access panel. 
To carry, out a repair in the duct, involved 
the dismantling of the W.W-.P.s and flush 
pipes, and it was not unknown for a pan to 
become broken while in use as a stool. 
Incidentally, the bottom of the duct was 
open but situated in an open area immedi- 
ately above doors leading from a boiler 
house. In time, the rubber seals of the 
access panels perished and shrank, jeaving 
appreciable gaps through which came a keen 
draught, but during the cleaning of boilers, 
strong fumes ascended the shaft and penetra- 
ted into the bathrooms. A good idea was 
thus spoiled by lack of a little extra thought. 


Concealed Service Pipes 


Concealed service pipes present a constant 
cause of expense which can usually be 
reduced by additional care at the time of 
installation. Present-day kitchens call for 
tiled walls or dados, a finish which usually 
completely conceals the supply pipes’ to 
sinks. Defects will develop eventually, but 
could be discerned easily and before the 
dampness spreads to surrounding ‘structure, 
if the pipes were brought forward from the 
wall below the sink which is invariably 
closed in by a cupboard built from the base 
of the sink to the floor. In the majority of 
installations the supplies are brought up the 
face of the wall from below the floor, and 
are then covered by the rendering and 
sealed in by the tiling. One recent repair 
revealed that a leakage of water had con- 
tinued over a long period. The tenant in 
the flat beneath had been abroad for some 
months and, because the pipes were sealed 
in behind tiles as referred to above, no 
evidence existed in the upper flat. The 
fault became evident when tracing the 
origin of defects in the electrical supply 
caused by the water entering the conduit and 
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fittings, and called for renewal of floor 
joists and a considerable area of ceiling. If 
the pipe in question had been brought for- 
ward as suggested, the leakage would have 
become evident in the upper flat much 
sooner and the very heavy cost of the re- 
pairs actually carried out would have been 
reduced considerably. 


Rainwater Pipes 

Surely there is sufficient evidence already 
in existence, that, in time, rainwater stacks 
develop defects: Why not, therefore, pro- 
vide inspection panels to reduce the time 
and expense incurred in tracing such de- 
fects? 
from a defect in the R.W.P., may be quoted 
to show the necessity for accesses. The 
R.W.P. in question was built in the main 
wall and led from the flat roof of the build- 
ing right down to the inspection chamber 
without a single access. Mischievous chil- 
dren gained access to the roof, removed the 
guard at the head of the pipe and dropped 
a collection of skittles and building bricks 
down the pipe. These eventually lodged in 
the bend at the base of the stack where it 
turned away from the vertical drop towards 
the inspection chamber. In due course dust 
and grit, washed down by rain, formed a 
solid blockage. Accumulated water found 
weak places in the pipe, saturated the 
brickwork in two or three places, and walls 
in three lounges were affected. After 
efforts had been made to dislodge the 
obstruction, it became necessary to cut away 
the brickwork of the main wall, expose the 
bend, which had to be cut out for removal 
of the blockage, and renew the fitting. 

It would seem desirable that building 
owners should receive a set of plans show- 
ing in detail the runs of all services, together 
with valve positions and other controls. 
Such a set of plans should form as impor- 
tant an item in the contract of sale as any 
of the customary schedules which are set 
dut with a wealth of detail but so often 
relate to the past. 


CEMENT PRODUCTION UP 


Productivity Nearing American Level 


At the annual general meeting of the 
Associated Portland Cement Manufacturers, 
Ltd.. on June 19, Mr. GeorcE F. Ear te, the 
chairman, said that deliveries of cement so 
far this year were 369,000 tons more than 
last year. P 

Mr. Earle went on to say that it was ex- 
tremely difficult to compare production per 
man hour in America with eur production. 
“For instance, the American cement works 
deliver about half their cement in bulk, while 
last year we only delivered about 5 per cent. 
of ours, though this year it has gone up to 
10 per cent., and there are other factors 
which make accurate comparison difficult. 
As far as we can calculate, however, in 
America they are producing, at present, 
something like 5 per cent. more than we are 
per man week, and we are struggling to close 
this gap. I hope we shall do it, for since 
1946 our production per man week has 
improved by 34 per cent. The correspond- 
ing American figure is 23 per cent. : 

“ Politicians, may make plans,” he con- 
tinued, “but what really matters, if our 
country is to recover its econom‘c position, 
is efficient production. If we can get that in 
full quantity, our economic problems are 
solved—and hard work is the ‘only " way. 
Fortunately, owing to mechanisation, hard 
work does not mean that grind it did when 
I was young, but to get things right we must 
all: work harder then we do now.” 


One instance, although not resulting — 
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OPERATIVES’ WAGE 
CLAIM 


Federation to Press for “ Substantial 
Increase ” 


THE conference of the National Federa- 

tion of Building Trades Operatives at 
Teignmouth, on June 18, instructed the 
federation executive to press for a “ substan- 
tial’ pay increase for the 1,250,000 affiliated 
members. A_ resolution calling for two 


weeks’ paid holiday starting next year was~ 


approved unanimously. 


Mr. Molson Addresses Conference 


Addressing the Conference on June 19, 
Mr. HuGH Motson, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry .of Works, said the 
operatives had no ground for anxiety about 
unemployment in the long run, and very 
little in the short run. 


“There is an almost unlimited pro- 
gramine of building work,” said Mr. Molson, 
“which is either necessary or desirable and 
which will ultimately be undertaken. In 
the short run there were 30,000: unemployed 
in the building and civil engineering indus- 
tries as at May 21. I cannot believe that 
many of these men have been out of work 
long because at the same time the Ministry 
of Labour reported 23,800 vacancies in these 
same industries. It would seem, therefore, 
that most of this unemployment represents 
either a turnover from one job to another 
or building labour which is immobilised in 
certain areas where. there is small demand, 
while there is great demand in other and 
developing areas. I think I shall carry your 
officials with me when I say that unemploy- 
ment is not one of their anxious preoccupa- 
tions at the present time. It is the intention 
of the Minister of Works so to adjust the 
volume of building licensed that it will take 
up any slack which develops in the future.” 


Apprenticeship: Speaking of the need for 
apprentices, Mr. Molson said:— “The 
industry depends upon its craftsmen and no 
developmeni of the future is likely to alter 
that fact. Often unemployment amongst 
labourers develops, not because there is a 
lack of work but because there is a lack of 
the skilled craftsmen under whom _ they 
should be working. I hope, therefore, that 
all building workers will influence their sons 
to enter this great industry and to serve their 
articles as indentured apprentices in order 
that there may be, in the future, an adequate 
supply of skilled craftsmen in the industry.” 


Output: Mr. Molson gave the following 
figures of output. In the first quarter of 
1951, the estimated value of the building 
done was £336 millions. This output had 
increased by £32 millions to £368 millions in 
the first quarter of 1952. Of this, there was 
an increase in the proportion represented 
by permanent houses which went up from 
£54 millions in 1951 to £67 millions in 1952. 
“T am sure,” said Mr. Molson, “that you 
will all welcome this progress. Of all the 
social services there is none so important as 
an increase in the number of houses for our 
people and in the standard of the houses 
which they occupy. We are, therefore, par- 
ticularly pleased that the number of houses 
completed in the first four months of this 
year increased from 59,000 to 71,C00.” 

Bricks and Cement: - There was an 
“encouraging upward trend” in the output 
of bricks and cement—brick production 
between January and April increased from 
1,910 million last year to 2,119 million this 
year, and cement production increased from 
3,129,000 to 3,395,000 tons. “I should like, 
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however, to draw your aitention to a change 
in policy which illustrates the gravity of the 
economic crisis in which this country finds 
itself,” added the Parliamentary Secretary. 
“You have heard successive Chancellors of 
the Exchequer talk about the balance of pay- 
ments, gold and dollar reserves and such like 
matters, which too many people in this coun- 
try have regarded as being technical jargon 
which did, not concern them. Unfortunately, 


it does, and may do so in the future to an 


increasing extent. Early in May, this year, 
Britain exceeded the whole of its quota of 
credit from the European Payments Union, 
Any more importations of cement from Bel- 
gium would have involved an out-flow of 
gold from our reserves to pay. for. that 
cement. Our reserves are now only one- 
fourth of their value before the war and 
are still declining. In these circumstances 
the Minister of Works stopped the further 
importation of foreign cement and we have 
got to make do with what the British cement 
industry can produce, and the more careful 
we are in using cement at home the more 
there will be fsr export. 

“Somewhat similarly, most of the timber 
used for building has to be from overseas 
and we no longer have the resources to 
import it freely. Any further importation 
of timber from overseas has to be balanced 
_— our needs of other raw materials and 
ood.” ’ 


Labour-Saving Devices 

Mechanisation: Mr. Molson paid tribute 
to the policy of the Federation and its 
leaders towards mechanisation. “I have 
opened a number of exhibitions of modern 
equipment which should speed up and 
cheapen building,” he said. “ Despite your 
long and honourable traditions of craftsman- 
ship, there has been (as far as I know) no 
opposition by your people to the introduc- 
tion of these labour-saving devices. And,' 
of course, you are quite right. They will 
relieve you of much hard manual labour and 
make production faster and cheaper. But 
the same enlightenment does not exist in all 
industries and I think that attention should 
be drawn to the broad-minded way in which 
you have always co-operated both with the 
employers and with the Government in the 
introduction of improvements and amend- 
ments of this kind.” 


BUILDING WAGE CLAIMS 


“* Operatives Riding Twe Horses at 
Once ” 


SPEAKING at the half-yearly meeting of 
the South Wales Federation of Building 
Trades Employers at Porthcawl, on Wednes- 
day, Mr. J. IAN ROBERTSON, National presi- 


dent, said: “I regret very much that at 
their conference last week the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives 
decided to press for a ‘ substantial’ pay in- 
crease. 

“ The building industry is one of the few 
industries in which wages are linked by a 
sliding scale with the cost-of-living through 
the Retail Prices Index. This-scale was 
agreed by the employers and operatives after 
careful consideration, and if the latter are 
dissatisfied with it they should press either 
for its abolition or for its revision, instead of 
trying to ride two horses at once by putting 
forward claims for wages increases over and 
above those which accrue under the scale. 
It seems to me that contractors, in the inter- 
ests not only of themselves but of the general 
public who have eventually to foot the bill. 
can have no alternative but to resist such 
claims.” ‘

PLASTERING 


[Following is the text of the first Technical 
Note prepared for the L.M.B.A. Technical 
Information Service. The cross-heads to 
paragraphs are ours.—Eprrtor.] 


MUcH scientific research has been done 
on the materials and technique of 
plasterers’ work. In certain branches of the 
craft, notably in external rendering work, 
these researches have revolutionised British 
practice and have greatly improved the dura- 
bility of finishes; some of the published re- 
sults of scientific work deal particularly with 
the major blemishes that appear in internal 
plastering work—such as popping or pitting 
and delayed expansion—and it has been pos- 
sible, in a number of cases, to answer inquir- 
ies by direct reference to these publications. 


A Major Change 

Within the last few years there has been 
a major change in technique involving the 
substitution of plasterboard, and sometimes 
insulating fibre boards, for traditional wood 
lathing. This is an important development 
but, unfortunately, new knowledge may tend 
te drive out the old, and failures often occur 
when the older methods are revived. One 
inquiry revealed a typical example of this. A 
wood-lathed ceiling was re-plastered with a 
haired mortar, obtained ready-mixed from a 
well-known merchant, and shortly after- 
wards, the ceiling cracked and portions of it 
fell; examination revealed that the keys at 
the back of the laths had failed. Such 
trouble is usually due to vibration, caused 
by the work of other trades. Lime plaster 
sets by carbonation—that is, by absorbing 
carbon dioxide from the air—which is a 
slow process and for this reason it is in- 
variably recommended that all coarse stuff 
should be gauged with a small quantity of 
Portland cement or calcium sulphate plaster. 
In this case a suitable backing coat would be 
1 cement: 2 lime putty: 9 sand; and for the 
finishing coat 4 to 4 retarded hemihydrate 
gypsum plaster: 1 lime putty. 


Failure of a Cornice 


Another inquiry arose from the failure of 
a 10-in. coved cornice that had been run on 
a ceiling of plasterboard, and had come 
away from the ceiling, showing an ugly crack 
round the room. Here, the board had been 
overloaded, and the inquirer was advised 
that the most satisfactory iob was to fix a 
bracket-and-lath core for a cornice of this 
girth, instead of running it in the solid. 

It is easy to be wise after the event and 
to say that this failure was due to omitting 
to recognise the limitations of the material. 
Yet it is not always realised that the adhesion 
of a floating or a skim coat to plasterboard 
depends wholly on the thin, needle-like 
crystals of the special board plaster which 
form as the plaster sets, and literally grow 
into the paper’ with which the board is 
covered. This key is wholly a mechanical 
one as there is no chemical combination 
between the paper and the plaster. This 
mechanical key can easily be overloaded, 
and in ‘certain circumstances its growth can 
be prevented. 

_ An example of this is furnished by an 
injuiry for the treatment required before 
applying a skim coat of plaster to plaster- 
board that had previously been distempered 
as a first-aid repair. The answer was that 
it vould be impossible to remove the distem- 


per without risking disintegration of the 
paper covering and, therefore, of the board, 
and that it would be most unwise to attempt 
to plaster the distempered surface. It was 
sugested that the most economical procedure 
would be to fix 4-in. plasterboard over the 
existing distempered board; this would be 
less expensive than removing the 2-in. board 
and replacing it with a board of the same 
thickness. Of course, the joints of the new 
4-in. board would need to be scrimmed be- 
fore applying the skim coat and care should 
be taken to fix the board with nails that 
are at least 4 in. longer than those normally 
used, so that there is no risk of these new 
sheets falling through insecure fixing. 


Problems in Maintenance 


Obstinate and perplexing problems gener- 
ally occur in maintenance and repair work 
and not on new building. The examples 
so far given point to the truth of this and 
those following, although they relate to 
traditional and well-known materials, serve 
to emphasise this view. A shop, formerly 
occupied by a grocer, was repaired and one 
of the walls was re-plastered, with every suc- 
cess, except for a patch 4 ft. by 10 ft. which 
remained permanently soft. The inquirer, 
when requesting advice on the matter, 
suspected that this section of the wall was 
contaminated with vinegar, but it might well 
have been sugar, which has marked ill-effects 
on gypsum plasters. The remedy was to 
hack off, coat the brickwork with a bitu- 
men compound, staple on chicken wire and 
then re-plaster. 

The same advice was given to another 
inquirer who suspected the suitability of a 
surface on which plaster had to be applied. 
The work had been exposed to the elements 
for several years with the result that the 
old plaster had fallen off in places and the 
brickwork thus exposed had become dirty 
and discoloured. Here, again, a coat of 
bitumen would seal the surface and the 
chicken wire would act as a substitute for 
the key lost by applying the bitumen. 


Problem of Rising Damp 


Dampness is so general a defect, and yet 
so difficult to remedy, that no group of 
plastering problems could fail to include at 
least one example. One inquirer was faced 
with a variant of the most stubborn sort of 
dampness—“ rising damp.” What, he asked, 
could be done with a damp wall which. on 
grounds of expense, could mot be provided 
with a new and efficient damp course? The 
answer given, although not cheap in itself, 
was yet the cheapest consistent with 
efficiency: the work should be plugged, 
battened, covered with expanded metal 
lathing and plastered. 

This recommendation brings to mind an 
inquiry about cracks in rendering on 
expanded metal lathing. Although cracks 
are often caused by inadequate fixing of 
the lathing, and especially by failure to 
stretch it sufficiently taut, it was interesting 
to hear from a firm of plastering contractors 
who were inquiring about an entirely dif- 
ferent matter, that in their experience a 
completely trouble-free rendering on metal 
lathing could only be obtained by three-coat 
work. 


Plaster on Old Walls 


We return to the problem of the old, 
unsuitable surface with an example of an 
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old wall that had been repeatedly painted 


and distempered. Would it be good enough 
just to rake out the joints, without hacking 
the surface, before plastering? The answer 
was that the accumulation’of paint and dis- 
temper coats provided a most unsuitable 
surface, devoid of key. If the old coatings 
could be removed completely, raking out 
the joints would suffice; otherwise, hacking 
would be necessary. A similar problem is 
presented by plastic paint decoration: it 
is not safe to skim such a surface with 
plaster, since it affords no real key, and 
hacking off was the only remedy that could 
be suggested to an inquirer who put this 
problem. Where these conditions obtain it 
is as well to make sure that the plastic 
decoration is really paint. One widely used 
material has a size and whiting base and, 
after the painted surface has been stripped 
off with a paint-remover, what is left can 
be soaked and scraped off, so that re- 
plastering is not normally necessary. 

Choosing a plaster for repair work needs 
special care. Unless the repairs are hidden 
by wallpaper, a mix is required which, when 
dry and hard, will match the existing plaster 
in appearance and hardness. If it is to be 
painted it must be ready for decoration in 
a reasonable time, so that cement and lime 
mixes will probably be ruled out because 
they take a long time to harden and will 
not take paint for some months. Another 
unsuitable mix is one that shrinks on drying 
and hardening, because it will leave cracks 
between the old work and the new. A mix 
based on gypsum plaster is usually the best 
to choose. 


New Constructions 


Most inquiries are concerned with repairs 
and maintenance, but new work can also 
present an unusual element. Sometimes 
the job to be carried out is not within 
previous experience; for example, rendering 
on cork slabs that line refrigerators 
or cold stores. An inquirer who requested 
advice on this subject was informed that 
the usual finish is a 1 to 3 cement-sand mix, 
with the addition of up to 5 per cent. of 
hydrated lime, applied in two 4-in. coats. 
Cork provides no suction, and for this reason 
the rendering must be heavily pressed into 
the surface and be crossed both ways. It 
is usual to trowel the final coat to a smooth 
finish and block it out in panels not exceed- 
ing 4-ft. square.

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THE AUSTRALIAN 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


Many Problems in Common with 
this Country 


|PRUILDERS in Australia to-day are prob- 

ably faced with as many problems 
in regard to shortages and high prices of 
materials, labour difficulties and licensing 
restrictions as their counterparts in this 
country, Mr. T. M. LipscoMBe, vice-presi- 
dent of the Master Builders’ Federation of 
Australia, told a representative of The 
Builder in a special interview last week. 
Mr. Lipscombe, who comes from Hobart, 
Tasmania, where he is president of the Tas- 
manian Master Builders’ Association, is at 
present visiting this country primarily for 
the purpose of studying methods of brick- 
making with a view to improving pro- 
duction in Tasmania, where there is a brick 
shortage. 

In giving his views on the Australian 
building industry, Mr. Lipscombe empha- 
sised that he spoke from first-hand experi- 
ence largely of conditions in the State of 
Tasmania, and that in other states condi- 
tions naturally varied. A notable difference 
was that while in Tasmania there was now 
no licensing of building, on the mainland 
controls were still in force, and houses, for 
example, could not exceed a certain size. 


Mr. Lipscombe summarised the present 
state of the building industry in Australia 
as being “half-way between the post-war 
boom and the post-war cuts.” The new 
policy of financial stringency inaugurated 
by the Government was making itself felt, 
and in Tasmania this meant that no more 
money would be forthcoming for state 
housing schemes after houses at present 
under construction had been completed. 
Tendering for building works was. once 
again becoming competitive, and he under- 
stood that there was now something of a 
slump in. architects’ offices, particularly in 
Canberra. Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
Mr. Lipscombe has confidence in the future. 
believing that matters will adjust themselves 
satisfactorily in the course of the next 12 
months. 

On the materials side, there is a severe 
shortage ‘of home-produced steel, largely 
due to the coal shortage; imported steel from 
Japan is available, but at a price which is 
often prohibitive. Cement is in very short 
supply, again largely due to the coal short- 
age, though large imports from Britain have 
helped to ease the situation. The sellers’ 
market for timber is over, and imported 
softwoods from Canada and elsewhere—Tas- 
mania itself is an exporter of hardwoods— 
are freely available. 


Wages and Productivity 

Wages are adjusted every three months 
to meet changes in the cost of living, but 
in addition there have been continual de- 
mands for higher basic scales. To offset 
this there has, however, been a slight: in- 
crease in productivity since the beginning of 
the financial “squeeze.” Mr. Lipscombe’s 
attitude, which is probably widespread in 
Australia, is that “we don’t mind the high 
wages provided we get good work in return.” 
The 40-hour week has been accepted as 
something that has come to stay; one con- 
sequence is that building workers will usu- 
ally not accept employment unless they are 
sure of a considerable amount of overtime— 
at, of course, overtime rates. 

The high cost of state housing schemes. 
which was connected with the wide spacing

of dwellings, was referred to by Mr. Lips- 
combe. In the outer suburbs, houses were 
not allowed to be built at densities ex- 
ceeding five to the acre, and slightly more 
in inner districts. A revision of the plan- 
ning regulations offered a useful field for 
savings in roads and other services. In Tas- 
mania itself no less than 46 per cent. of all 
houses were still being built by the owner 
in his spare time. 

Mr. Lipscombe attended a meeting of the 
Council of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers in London on 
June 18. He was impressed by the high 
standard of debate and the organisation dis- 
played, and thought the Federation ob- 
viously had a-“ good set-up.” 


LETTER FROM 
CANADA 
A Clerk of Works’ Experiences 


The following extracts from a letter writ- 
ten to Mr. Edward Forster, F.R.1.B.A., by 
a clerk of works who recently emigrated to 
Canada with his wife and children, may be 
found of interest by others who may be 
thinking of emigrating. It should be made 
clear, of course, that the views expressed 
are only one man’s opinion. 


T's rather late in the day to write, having 

left the tranquillity of London now nearly 
sx months. Life has been full and not 
without its trials and tribulations. Our trip 
to New York, Niagara, Toronto, Montreal 
and the Gaspe Coast was full of interest and 
we had a wonderful time. I later left for 
Montreal to find employment and then 
began to realise it was not going to be easy; 
this was late in January. I was received 
well by many large contractors but with 
nothing tangible like a job. I obtained a 
carpenter’s job and stayed one week. With 
nothing but French all the time and below 
zero temperature it was too good for me. 


I left for Toronto, with much the same re- 
sult*and spent two months chasing a good 
job. Most of it was my fault, I guess, for I 
wanted a job at the top. 

I returned to Montreal and obtained a 
foreman’s iob at Chalk River, Ontario, on 
defence work, at 75 dollars a week and 
board. Finding apartments was really a 
trial, rents being asked of up to 120 dollars a 
month. At first it was difficult. Some two 
months ago we obtained a very nice apart- 
ment at the river edge in a suburb of Mon- 
treal and life began once again to be com- 
fortable. 

Work was strange at first, with different 
methods, materials and organisation. There 
is about three times as much supervision of 
work here as in England. I went to Chalk 
River as engineer, which is low on the salary 
scale, and was put to work as labour fore- 
man. Seventy-five per. cent. of my blokes 
are French and it is amusing the difficul- 
ties I still get in going through the deaf and 
dumb language putting over, what I want 
done. Even worse were those who spoke 
English and couldn’t understand my cockney 
accent. With Army language and over 20 
years of building experience I made head- 
way. It was bitterly cold and below zero 
temperatures but work went on at terrific 
cost—high pressure steam heating and 
blowers installed all over the place, aggre- 
gates and sand heated. All concrete work 
is vibrated and heat left on for nearly a 
week for curing. Excellent results are 
obtained; this I found hard to understand 
for the sand and aggregates were not washed 
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and wouldn’t pass any test I know of in 
England, with a high percentage of dirt and 
Joam in both. For a Government establish- 
ment, buildings are shoddy in design and are 
of timber framing with asbestos shingles on 
the outside with insulation and plasterboard 
lining. 

The cost of living is high with the dollar 
worth about 60 cents, but there is big money 
to be got. My superintendent gets 10,000 
dollars a year with general foremen xetting 
500 dollars a month. So I’m still struggling 
to get those dollars everyone wants. Life 
here is harsh in many ways. I don’t know 
how to explain it, or even put my finger on 
it. Our way of living in England seems to 
have more consideration, a_ tranquillity 
which doesn’t exist here. It’s hard and 
tough; a doctor would see you die if you 
couldn’t prove you could pay his bill. The 
struggle for the almighty dollar comes first 
against anything and anybody. 

Life in general is very full with plenty of 
interest. I’ve started golf again, everyone 
is crazy about fishing, which must be the 
best in the world. Ive been to Ottawa 
many times, which is a fine city. . . . I miss 
very much the atmosphere of London and 
the many friends J left behind. 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
Price of a Building Plot 


Q.—I should be glad to know if a land- 
owner who has offered me several plots of 
land is within his rights in asking:say : — 


1. £120 per plot of 4 acre. 


2. Making it a condition that purchaser 
pays the development charge. 


3. Stating that purchaser is not to have 
the benefit of the claim under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947. 

BS. T. 


A.—The policy of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, is that land should 
change hands at a price representing exist- 
ing use value. To give effect to this prin- 
ciple the Central Land Board have recom- 


_mended three alternative methods of sale, 


which may be summarised as follows :— 


1. Sale at existing use value, leaving the 
purchaser to pay the development charge. 


‘2. The vendor to pay the development 
charge and to sell the land at a fair price 
including the development charge. 


3. Sale of the completed house by vendor 
after payment of the development charge. 


The Board do not encourage the assign- 
ment of claims on the £300 million. 


The same principles ‘are applicable to 
leases. 


It is obvious that the terms asked for the 
case mentioned in this query do not fit with 
any of the recommended methods, and 
would represent a sale substantially in ex- 
cess of existing use value. The Act does 
not make it unlawful to sell land otherwise 
than in acordance with these principles, and 
private transactions at prices in excess of 
existing use value are quite common. The 
Central Land Board, however, have power 
to purchase land compulsorily in order to 
ensure that it is available for development 
at a figure not exceeding existing use value 
plus development charge. The Board have 
exercised this power in several cases in 
which the vendor has not been willing to 
sell in accordance with one of the recom- 
mended methods.-

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LAW REPORT 


Removal of Scaffolding Handrail: 
£1,419 Damages and Costs Awarded 
QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE DONOVAN 
Sexton v. Scaffolding (Great Britain), Ltd. 

R. JUSTICE DONOVAN held, in the 

Queen’s Bench Division, on June 13, 

that the removal of a handrail before it 

was mecessary to do so during the course 

of dismantling scaffolding was a breach of 

the Building Safety, Health and Welfare 
Regulations, 1948. 

Mr. Terence Sexton, of Chepstow-road, 
Paddington, a scaffolder, who fell 20 ft. to 
a pavement when working on premises at 
Lowther-parade. Barnes, S.W., on Decem- 
ber 2, 1950, claimed damages for his injuries 
against his employers, Scaffolding (Great 
Britain), Ltd., of Willow-lane, Mitcham, 
Surrey. 

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice Donovan 
said on the day in question dismantling of 
the tubular scaffolding at the premises—a 
shop with three living-rooms above—pro- 
gressed until the last lift had been reached. 
Cn the orders of the charge-hand, a hand- 
rail which had been originally provided as 
a precaution agaitist anyone falling into the 
street was removed. 

Its removal was, in his lordship’s view, 
a breach of Regulation 24, which required 
the provision of a hand-rail at the side of 
every working place from which a person 
was liable to fall more than 6 ft. 6 ia. The 
defendants contended that the scaffold was 
not a building within the meaning of the 
regulations, which, however, applied to 
spec fic operations on a building, and the 
erection and dismantling of any necessary 
scaffold would certainly be part of such 
an operation. He would also have thought 
that scaffolding was covered by the words 
“ plant used in such operations.” Section 24 
was intended for the protection of scaffolders 
as well as builders. 

It was true that Regulation 24 could not 
apply so as to require the handrail to be 
left in position until the last minute of all 
lifts, but in such a case the employer was 
protected. In the present case there was 
no reason why the handrail should come 
off first except that the men had got into the 
habit of doing this elsewhere and it gave 
a little more room to manceuvre. 

Mr. Justice Donovan added that he could 
not acquit Mr. Sexton, who walked on a 
coping-stone outside the scaffolding, of con- 
tributory negligence in the matter, and he 
rated his share of the blame at one-third. 

Judgment was entered for Mr. Sexton for 
£1.419 damages and costs. 

His lordship granted a stay of execution 
for 21 days pending a possible appeal. 


EXCHANGE SCHOLARSHIP 
AWARD 
British Student to Go to Holland 


Mr. I. R. CUNNINGHAM, -a student of 
King’s College, University of Durham, has 
been awarded an Exchange Scholarship of 
the Netherlands under the Anglo-Dutch 
Cultural Convention, to the University of 
Wageningen in Holland. Mr. Cunningham 
Ils a student in the Department of Town and 
Country Planning and is studying for the 
Diploma in Landscape Design. He will con- 
tinue his study of the subject at Wagenin- 
gen. Before entering King’s College, Mr. 
Cunningham had trained as an architect at 
= Architectural Association School in Lon- 
cn. 
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The King’s College course in Landscape 
Design commenced in 1950 is the only 
course in Britain recognised for exemption 
from the Final Examination of the Institute 
of Landscape Architects. Mr. Cunningham 
is the second student to win an international 
scholarship. Last year, Mr. Lewis Clarke 
gained the Smith-Mundt Fellowship to con- 
tinue his studies in landscape design at Har- 
vard University in the U.S.A. 


SAFETY ON THE SITE 
Firm Blamed for Man’s Fall 


THE duty placed upon building contractors 
to insist on the use of safety apparatus even 
for the smallest operation, was illustrated 
by a case which came before the. Bilston 
magistrates on June 17, when a Walsall firm, 
Cross and Cross, Ltd., was fined £15 with 
5s. costs for not providing suitable equip- 
ment for work on a roof, causing an 
employee to suffer injury. 

The employee, a labourer, had been 
assisting in the erection of a lean-to shed of 
steel and asbestos and was carrying asbestos 
on to a roof 14 feet from the ground. He 
stumbled, put his foot through the asbestos 
and fell to the ground. His injuries were 
not serious. Mr. T. W. Hoskinson, H.M. 
Inspector of Factories, said the method used 
by the man was unfortunately very common 
and for the firm it was emphasised that there 
was ample safety equipment but employees 
would not take it for such a small opera- 
tion. The practice followed by workmen 
introduced the “human element” that 
menaced safety. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION 

Export Licensing Regulations 

A new Order (S.I. 1952 No. 1157) has been 
published by the Board of Trade concerning 
the various export licensing regulations. It 
is a consolidating Order which does not alter 
the existing regulations, but covers the many 
changes which have been made since the last 
“ consolidating ” Order was published a year 
ago. 
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THE COPPER PRICE 


Ministry of Materials Statement 


(THE Ministry of Materials has announced 

the completion of negotiations with 
its main suppliers on the price of copper. 
In a statement dated June 19 the Ministry 
explained that the quotation for copper in 
the New York Engineering and Mining 
Journal is the basis on which the Ministry 
pays for the copper it buys under its 
contracts. 

The statement continues: Recent develop- 
ments, however, forced this quotation up to 
a level which the Ministry regarded as 
unrepresentative of the market. Negotia- 
tions were therefore opened last week with 
the suppliers to fix an alternative basis of 
pricing. It has now been agreed that as 
from June 12 to the end of the month 
copper sold to the Ministry on the basis 
of the June price shall be valued at 33 cents 
per lb. instead of the higher E.M.J. quota- 
tion. This enables the Ministry to maintain 
its price of £281 a ton, announced last 
Saturday (June 14). 

The increase in the price to consumers 
in the United Kingdom has been substantial, 
but without the co-operation of the pro- 
ducers it would have been considerably 
higher. In affording the consumers of 
copper in the United Kingdom the advan- 
tage of this interim arrangement, the 
producers in Rhodesia and Canada, who 
supply the United Kingdom, have continued 
to give consumers in this country a very 
real benefit. During the past 18 months, 
consumers in the United Kingdom have 
been obtaining copper at prices much lower 
than the prices their Continental competitors 
have had to pay. This was because our 
contracts with our Rhodesian and Canadian 
suppliers were based on the E.M.J. price. 
These suppliers would have been entitled 
to claim the current E.M.J. price for current 
supplies. They have agreed to treat the 
present fluctuations of the market as excep- 
tional and transitional and to accept a lower 
price than that to which they would have 
been legally entitled during the present 
period of uncertainty. 

It is hoped that the copper market will 
settle down shortly and steady trading in 
copper will be resumed throughout the 
world. In that event the Engineering and 
Mining Journal quotation will resume its 
position as the best available measure of 
the world price in the absence of a freely 
operating market. 

As the negotiations with the Ministry’s 
suppliers were not opened unfil the course 
of the E.M.J. copper quotation was known, 
there was a period of approximately a fort- 
night during which the Ministry sold copper 
at £231 a ton while its buying prices were 
much higher. Losses incurred in these 
sales will have to be recovered during the 
current financial year. The Ministry’s new 
selling price of £281 includes an item of 
£5 per ton on that account. The other 
charges which the Ministry has to cover, 
such as freight, refining, interest on capital 
employed and cost of delivery to con- 
sumers’ works, have increased. The Minis- 
try has therefore had to raise its margin 
for this purpose by an additional £1. 

The present Ministry selling price of £281 
per ton may be regarded as stable at least 
until the end of June. Arrangements will 
shortly be made with suppliers for July 
pricing. The conditions under which for- 
ward sales for August may be made will be 
announced later.

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed the appeal by 
Mr. T. Mitchelmore, of Llanaber, Barmouth, 
against the refusal of Merioneth County 
Council to permit the continuance of the 
use of land at Hendrecoed Isaf for holiday 
camping and caravanning. 


Flats at Pimlico 


A five-storey block containing 10 flats has 
just been completed at Pimlico for the Pea- 
body Donation Fund. The block is situated 
on a bombed site and overlooks Grosvenor- 
road and the river. Work began in Febru- 
ary, 1951, and the flats were handed over 
on June 20 last. John Grey and Partner 
are the architects. The scheme is referred to 
in the Fund’s annual report for last year 
which was recently issued. 


Coventry Builder’s Offer 


Mr. J. F. Ward, the Coventry builder 
who recently purchased historic Guys Cliffe 
House, Warwickshire, has offered to make 
a gift to the county of the old and famous 
parts of the mansion, including the chapel, 
caves and entrance gates, on condition that 
planning permission be granted to him to 
build new houses along the road frontage 
from the mill to the drive.

Work bzgan on June 23 on four houses 
at Wakefield which Mr. Ernest Marples, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, will open 
when he visits the city four weeks later, on 
July 21. They are of “People’s House ” 
design and are being built by a Yorkshire 
firm of specialists in non-traditional methods 
in two pairs; all are 3-bedroom types. When 
finished they will have brick walls, tiled 
roofs and be indistinguishable from tradi- 
tional houses. 


Building To-day 

A, “ Building To-day” exhibition will be 
opened at Northampton College of Tech- 
nology, Northampton, on July 4. It will be 
presented by the Northampton County 
Borough Education Committee in collabora- 
tion with the Northampton Building Asso- 
ciations of Employers and Operatives, and 
has the support of the Ministry of Works. 
Among the aspects of building which the 
exhibition will cover are modern site organ- 
isation, research and housing, domestic 
plumbing, building students’ work and 
careers in building. 


Steel Scrap Appeal 


A personal-letter to magaging directors of 
13,000 steel consuming firms has been sent 
out by Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Sup- 
ply, emphasising the vital importance to this 
country of the scrap drive. The Minister's 
letter says that industry is being gravely 
handicapped by the acute shortage of steel, 
which is restricting production and holding 
up essential industrial development. “ The 
immediate cause of our difficulties is the fact 
that the steel-makers, who have the furnace 
capacity. to make more steel, are short of 
one of their basic materials—scrap. . . . Our 
need is now. If industry will make the 
effort to throw up more scrap quickly, it 
will get it back over the next few months 
in the form of more steel. I, therefore, 
appeal to you to turn out at once any obso- 
lete machinery or other unwanted ferrous 
material you may have in or around your 
works. If you will get in touch with any 
scrap merchant or with the District Scrap 
Drive Committee (of which a list is 
enclosed), they will arrange for -collection 
and will pay for it at prices which are higher 
to-day than they have been for many 
YCars. 5, 


PLASTIC HARDBOARD 
Increased Production in Sweden 


CLAIMED to be the largest in Europe, a 96- 
ton press for the manufacture of plastic 
laminated hardboard, with a compressive 
power of 3,000 tons, Has recently been 
installed at the works of Skanska Attik- 
fabriken AB, of Perstorp, South Sweden. 

The new press has a capacity of 106 
boards of a total area of 3,650 sq. ft. every 
two hours, and it will help to keep up with 
the demand in Sweden and overseas for this 
type of hardboard, writes a correspondent. 

Made from layers of specially - processed 
paper impregnated with synthetic resins, 
and welded together under heat to form a 
practically homogenous material, “ Isolite ” 
or “ Perstorp”” board, as it is known, is now 
widely used by Swedish architects. It is also 
recommended by the Swedish Government’s 
Committee for Economic Building. 

“*Perstorp ” sheets are made in standasd 
thicknesses and are usually glued direct upon 
the base, which should, preferably, be lamin- 
ated wood. Glueing may be by plastic gl.¢ 
or ordinary cold glue. 
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Shown above is a new figured rolled build- 
ing glass, “‘ Spotlyte,”’ designed by Sadie 
Speight, for Chance Brothers. 





TRADE NEWS 


Gas Welding Aluminium 


Information bulletin No. 5 outlining the 
underlying factors affecting the gas welding 
of aluminum, has been published by the 
Aluminium Development Association, 33, 
Grosvenor-street, W.1. Information on the 
actual technique of welding is also included. 


New Portable Pump 


The model 315 D portable pump, intro- 
duced by Goodenough Contractors’ Machin- 
ery, Ltd., 70-72, London-road, Twickenham, 
Middlesex, is a 3-in. automatic self-priming 
centrifugal pump which is fitted with the 
Coventry Victor “ Zephyr ” air-cooled diesel 
engine. The suction lift is more than 25 
feet, the total head is 80 feet, and up to 
60,000 gallons of liquid can be defivered 
on one gallon of fuel oil. 


Steel Pipes for Coryton Refinery 


Stewarts and Lloyds’ contribution to the 
Vacuum Oil Company’s refinery at Coryton 
has been considerable. The major portion 
of the 500 miles of pipe, ranging in size 
from 4 in. to 43 in., has been supplied by 
this firm direct to the site, together with over 
2.250 tons of manipulated pipework. In 
addition (over and above normal fittings 
supplied with the manipulated pipework) 
welding fittings to the value of some £30,000 
have been delivered. Under 16 in. diameter 
pipework supplied direct to site was all 
seamless; 18 in. diameter upwards was manu- 
factured by the lapweld process. 


A Commemorative Volume 


A book entitled, “150 Years of Paint 
and Varnish Manufaciuring” has just been 
published by Thos. Parsons and Sons, Ltd., 
70, Grosvenor-street, to commemorate their 
180th anniversary. This bound volume 
contains the story of the firm, dating back 
to the early days when “ John Parson’s Fly- 
ing Waggons set out from his warehouse in 
Walcot-street, Bath.” It shows the growth 
of the firm into a family concern, the rami- 
fications of which extend over the entire 
British Isles. A family tree dating from 
1752 is included, with illustrated notes on 
the development of styles in interior decora- 
tion The excellent manner in which the 
bc ok is laid out makes it entertaining and 
informative reading. 
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OVERSEAS BUILDING 


Argentine: Included in the building pro- 
jects envisaged in Argentine’s next five-year 
plan is the drilling of a series of water wells 
in order to help the provincial economy. 
The main centre of operations is in the 
vicinity of Santiago del Estero and surveys 
are being undertaken at the present time. 
Water has already been found at a depth 
of 89 metres and 135 metres, at which depth 
mechanical pumps are required. The 
drilling for water is but the first step in the 
building plans for this area. These plans 
are extensive but so far little has been 
divulged. 

Belgian Congo: Three factories are to be 
built in the Belgian Congo for the processing 
of tea. The equipment is to be purchased 
in the United Kingdom, and the provisional 
cost is in the region of 30 million francs. 
The factories will be designed by a European 
firm. So far no tender has gone out... . 
Supplementary credits to the Budget for the 
Belgian Congo for 1952 include funds set 
aside for the construction of houses and pub- 
lic buildings in various parts of the Colony 
and for other projects which include elec- 
trical installations and water supply services. 

Canada: The following statement has just 
been issued by the Commonwealth Relations 
Office regarding the possible participation by 
British firms in the project for the St. Law- 
rence seaway :— 

“Reports appearing in the Press regard- 
ing United Kingdom interest in the above 
project give an incorrect impression of the 
position. There have been no official talks 
with the Canadian High Commissiozer. 
Naturally, there is a great interest in such 
an important long-term project and inquiries 
are taking place. and are expected to con- 
tinue, on the extent and nature of possible 
participation by United Kingdom industrial 
concerns.” 

Chile: The Chilean building authorities 
are to spend over £100,000 in the construc- 
tion of a fishing port in Coquimbo, about 
250 miles north of Santiago. Plans for the 
fishing port are being made locally but 
building may be carried out by a foreign firm 
specialising in small-town building construc- 
tion. Interested firms should contact either 
the Chilean Authorities in London or the 
Board of Trade department dealing with 
foreign contracts. 
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Finland: Five new hydro-electric power 
stations are to be erected on the Kemi River 
in Finland. Building is scheduled to com- 
mence early next year, and designs ‘are now 
being prepared by Finnish architects. The 
actual building work will be carried out in 
conjunction with European firms but no 
definite commitments have as yet been 
made. . . . The Yhtyneet Paperitehtaat are 
contemplating a new factory at Jamsa to 
manufacture paper. 


Greece: A group of business ‘men in 
Greece plan to build a match factory in 
Rhodes. The project is being studied at 
present by the Minister of Industry. 


Iceland: \celand is to spend an additional 
£800,000 on the completion of the Sog and 
Laxa Hydro-electric power station, and for 
a new fertiliser plant, on which work has 
recently begun. According to reports, the 
authority dealing with the power station 
has insufficient materials for the completion 
of the work and additional materials will 
have to be imported. 

Malaya: A number of foreign firms are 
interested in building their own factories 
and warehouses in Malaya in order to over- 
come late deliveries of goods. Plans for 
building are being drawn up by architects 
in various countries. By the-end of this 
year tenders will go out to builders. 


New Zealand: ‘The New Zealand Govern- 
ment is to build a 100,000 kilowatt steam 
station in North Island. The services of an 
overseas engineer skilled in the design and 
construction of steam plant for the generation 
of electricity are to be secured, but as yet no 
definite choice has been made. Lack of 
power plant in North Island is hampering 
new industry. Development of hydro- 
electric power will be continued as a first 
resort and everything possible will be done 
to hasten all schemes for harnessing water 
power. Once this first plan has been 
achieved, it is thought that there should be 
a programme of full-scale development as 
North Island has a great industrial potential 
and too few modern factories. 


Singapore: Some 2,514 plans for building 
were submitted to the City Architect in 
Singapore during 1951, of which 1,599 were 
approved. Most of the plans were for 
bungalows and terrace houses. 


South Africa: A £500,000 paper-board mill 
is to be erected in Springs in the Transvaal. 
Building will be done by a Durban com- 
pany, but materials will in some cases be 
imported. The Union this year is to spend 
£4,476,000 on building in nine principal 
urban areas. Of this, £2,141,000 will be 
spent on residential schemes and £2,115,000 
will be allocated for non-residential projects. 
Building plans have been passed recently for 
a total of £73,648,C00 to cover residential 
and other building work. 


Southern Rhodesia: A “Little Lan- 
cashire” is being built at -Hartley in 
Southern Rhodesia. The scheme, owned by 
the British textile firm of David Whitehead 
and Sons, envisages the erection of a block 
of houses to accommodate textile workers 
from depressed Lancashire. A factory cost- 
ing £100,000 is nearing completion and will 
be ready in 1953. There will be 60,000 square 
feet of floor space in the factory. About 27 
houses are nearly. built. Many others will 
go up as the factory goes into production. 
In the coming years it is thought that quite 
a large-sized housing estate will be required. 
It is reported that every encouragement will 
be given to British building firms to compete 
for the contract. 
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Sweden: Building work, which has been in 
a state of stagnation in Sweden since 1947 
mainly because of restrictions on licensing, 
is now improving. There is an ever increas- 
ing demand for more houses, schools, hos- 
pitals and roads and despite high costs, local 
authorities are being compelled to consider 
new projects which will involve a great deal 
of work and increases in the imports of 
certain relevant materials. The possibility 
has now arisen whereby Sweden may 
decrease certain British imports in order 
to increase other imports from the U.K. 
which have a direct bearing on building. 

Turkey: A iarge-scale public works pro- 
gramme is being supported by the Turkish 
Government for 1952. The sum_ of 
£45,408,000 has been set aside for develop- 
ment. Included in the programme is the 
erection of bridges and the Turkish Authori- 
ties are reported to be willing to consider 
sound economic projects from abroad. A 
proportion of this development capital is 
also being put up for the building of drink- 
ing-water centres in villages. Last year, for 
example, some 2,200 villages were provided 
with adequate drinking water supplies. This 
year it is hoped to bring water to many more 
villages. Equipment for these tasks is, in 
some cases, being purchased abroad. 


BRICKS AS A BY-PRODUCT OF 
SHALE OIL EXTRACTION 
Swedish Experiments 


FOLLOWING experiments conducted over a 
number of years, it is planned to expand 
the production of bricks from shale ash 
from the Kvarntorp plant of the Swedish 
Shale Oil Company, writes a correspondent. 

The shale ash, which is discharged from 
the bottom of the combustion chamber of 
the retort after the shale has been pro- 
cessed, has good hydraulic properties. These 
make it a suitable base for building materials 
of various kinds. Although Sweden has for 
years been making light concrete from shale 
ash, and the Kvarntorp ash is also suited 
for this purpose, thé Swedish Shale Oil 
Company chose instead to produce a type 
of brick. 

On leaving the retort the ash is trans- 
ported by belt conveyors and dumped in 
heaps, from which it is taken for grinding 
. and mixing with water, quicklime and certain 
chemicals so that it forms a pulp-like mass. 
This can be moulded into blocks, which, 
after short autoclaving with steam, harden 
to give a brick with good mechanical and 
thermal properties. 

Research into this entirely new product 
has been in progress for several years for 
the purpose of ascertaining the material's 
ageing properties and to prove whether or 
not, in fact, it would make a good building 
material. Favourable results. have been 
obtained, and it is planned to expand the 
present small production capacity of the 
plant. 

The limestone picked out from the mined 
shale is also used for building and agri- 
cultural purposes after it has been turned 
into quicklime by burning in three gas-fired 
shaft ovens. The annual production of 
quicklime is 45,000 tons. 

Paint Tests 

“The Tint Retention of Coloured Paints 
Based on White Pigments,” is the title of the 
latest publication of the Zinc, Pigment 
Development Association. It describes a 
co-operative programme of exposure tests 
carried out by the Association. Mr. C. T. 
Morley-Smith, B.Sc., F.R.LC., is the author. 
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Chief Architect’s Farewell 

Mr. DonatD REY, A.R.I.B.A., the chief 
architect of East Kilbride Development 
Corporation, and Mrs. Reay, were the guests 
of the Development Corporation and the 
chief officials at an informal party. Mr. 
Reay has now taken over the duties of chief 
architect of Stevenage new town. He is 
succeeded at East Kilbride by Mr. Frank 
Scott, L.R.I.B’A., former chief architect of 
Glasgow Town Council. 


Unfit Houses 


THE OVERCROWDED house and the unfit 
house represented a vital part of the housing 
problem, declared Mr. A. M. M. CoNnNELL, 
Greenock, at the Sanitary Inspectors’ Con- 
ference held at Perth recently. 

Greenock had concentrated on over- 
crowded houses for four years and succeeded 
in practically halving their number. But the 
number of unfit houses had increased because 
of the policy of ignoring their claim for 
attention. In Greenock the number of unfit 
houses had increased by 1,000. 

Since the war most Local Authorities had 
been allocating houses by means of a points 
That was no doubt a_ wise 
policy during the war years, but it meant 
that other aspects of the housing problem 
received attention at the expense of the unfit 
house. 

It seemed to him, argued Mr. Connell, that 
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the time had arrived when consideration 
must be given to a percentage allocation. 
The degree of need must be factual,-not a 
matter of opinion. To stop the deterioration 
and abandonment of property, the remedies 
appeared ‘to be increased grants for improve- 
ments and modernisation, plus some form 
of relief to house-owners, either by rent 
increases. or tax relief. 

There could be no justification for not 
recognising that some form of relief to 
owners af house property was not only 
necessary, but essential. It could not be 
over-emphasised that it would remove the 
encouragement to abandon property. Other- 
wise there would be a further increase in the 
number of uninhabitable houses and more 
abandonment of property. 


House Repairs Scheme 

Because of the rising cost of repairs on 
municipal houses, Crail Town Council: are 
proposing to have a scheme of two lists of 
repairs—one list of repairs which the tenants 
will be required to carry out at their own 
expense, and another of repairs that the town 
council will pay for. 


Building Delay Penalty Plan 

To SPEED UP housing contractors’ work, 
Sutherland Finance and General Purposes 
Committee have agreed by six votes' to three 
to recommend to the county council that 
a penalty clause be added to contracts so 
that the time limit already inserted be 
observed.
